The jJong-expected indictments against 
the members of the big bull cotton pool 
organized last March were handed up to 
Judge Hough of the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday by the Special Federal 
Grand Jury, which has been making the 
investigation under the guidance of As- 
sistant Attorney General Clark Mc- 
Kercher. These are the men indicted, the 
charge being a conspiracy”*to monopolize 
and restrain inter-State trade and com- 
merce in violation of the Sherman Anti- 
Trust act: 


JAMES A. PATTEN of Chicago, who 
came to New York six months ago to bull 
the cotton market after making millions out 
7 * bull campaign in the Chicago wheat 
pit. 

EUGENE B. SCALES of Dallas, Texas, 
one of the biggest cotton operators in the 
South. 

SYDNEY J. HARMAN of Shreveport, 
La., a cousin and business associate of 
Beales. 

ROBERT M. THOMPSON, “silent part- 
ner’’ in the big New York cotton broker- 
@ge house of S. H. P. Pell & Co., and one 
of C. W. Morse’s Directors in the National 
Bank of North America. 


CHARLES A. KITTLE, partner in the 


~" firm of 8. H. P. Pell & Co 


MORRIS B. ROTHSCHILD, a cotton 
planter of Woodsville, Miss., who is ope- 
rating in the New York market with an 
office at &2 Beaver Street. 


FRANK B. HAYNE of the firm bearing 
his name, a leader of the New Orleans cot- 
ton market. 


WILLIAM P. BROWN of New Orleans, 
who shares with Hayne the primacy of the 
New Orleans community of cotton operators. 


Five of the defendants came in before 
Judge Hough with their counsel yester- 
day to enter pleas of not guilty to the 
indictment and to give bail, which was 
fixed at $5,000 each. The men so appear- 
ving were Messrs. Hayne, Brown, Scales, 
“and Rothschild, who are represented by 
ex-Senator John C. Spooner and Joseph 
Cotton, Jr., Senator Spooner’s partner, 
and Mr. Patten, who is represented by 
Henry Wollman. Bench warrants were 
issued for the other three defendants, but 
it is expected that they will appear on 
Monday to plead and give bail. 


“\ Legality of Indictments Settled. 


The fact that the oft-predicted cotton 
pool indictments were about to be handed 
up by the Grand Jury became known 
yesterday morning when De Lancey Nicoll 
and John R. Lindsay, his partner, came 
.up to see United States Attorney Wise 


with an argument that such indictments 


i only for 


could not legally be returned by a special 
Grand Jury. There was a long discus- 
.Sion, after which Mr. Wise and Messrs. 
Nicoll and Lindsay went in before Judge 
Hough and asked his opinion of the sit- 
uation. Judge Hough declared that a 
special Grand Jury had just as good a 
right to return indictments as a@ regular 
Grand Jury and ordered the matter to 
proceed. 

Accordingly, at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, the lawyers and their clients came 
with the Government’s representatives 
into court, where Judge Hough was hear- 
ing an Admiralty case. The Judge sus- 
pended the argument that was in prog- 
ress for a moment and asked Senator 
Spooner: 

‘Senator, I suppose that you gentlemen 
have not come in to lHsten to an Ad- 
miralty case. What are you in court 
for? ’’ 

Senator Spooner replied that the cotton 


indictments were the subject at hand, 
and a moment later Mr. Wise and Mr. 
McKercher came in with the Grand Jury. 
/ Mr. Wise asked that the special Grand 
i Jury be discharged for the term, and its 
.foreman handed up the indictment, on

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BIG RENT IN TIMES SQUARE. 


Store’in New Fitzgerald Building Let 
. for $9,000 a Year. 


It was announced yesterday that the 
first ground floor stofe in the new Fitz- 
gerald Building, now being erected on 
the southeast corner of Forty third’Street, 
in Times Square,” opposite the Times 
Building, has just been leased for a term 
of ten years at approximately $9,000 a 
year. The store will be the third from the 
Forty-third Street corner. It will have 
a frontage in Broadway of 11 feet and 
will be 40 feet deep, giving a total of 
440 square feet. 

The price is one of the highest ever 
paid in the city ‘fcr a small store front- 
age, exceeding the prices asked for some 
of the choicest locations in the busiest 
Fifth Avenue retail district. For the cor- 





ner store, which will contain but little} 


more floor space—about 450 square feet— 
the rental on a ten years’ term is $16,000, 
or about $36 a square foot, which is well- 
nigh if not quite the high record mark 
for business leases in Manhattan. There 
will be seven stores in the Broadway 
ront of the Fitzgerald Building, and be- 
fore the structure is completed by Oct. 1 
it is believed that all will be rented, as 
negotiations are practically closed for 
some of them. The building also includes 
the George M. Cohan Theatre, entrance 
to which will be in Forty-third Street. 
The lease of the first store in this new 
Times Square building was made through 
Albert B. Ashferth of 10 East Thirty-third 
Street. ~All of the ground floor stores 
will have large glass fronts, and the same 
plan will be followed in the adjoining 
building to occupy the rest of the block 
on the Forty-second Street corner. It 
is expected that the demolition of the 
present structures, including the Shan- 
ley restaurant building, will begin early 
in July. 


KNOX IS ASKED TO RUN. © 


Majority of Allegheny Delegation for 
Him for Governor,

PITTSBURG, Penn., June 17.—Twenty- 
two members of the Allegheny County 
delegation to the State Republican Con- 
vention -met to-day in the caucus called 
by Mayor Magee and adopted resolutions 
asking Secretary of State Knox to become 
a candidate for the Governorship. Of the 
remaining sixteen, Mayor Magee displayed 
pledges from five who could not be pres- 
ent. Bight others are said to have at- 
tended a meeting of anti-Knox forces, 
under the leadership of County Chair- 
man Cunningham. They were stanch 
supporters of United States Senator 
Oliver. , 

The Knox boomers admit they have 
no word direct from Secretary Knox as 
to his possible acceptance. Mayor Magee 
fully believes he will acept. Mayor Magee 
says he has pledges from two other West- 
ern Pennsylvania counties that their dele- 
gations would support Knox.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The posst- 
bility of the candidacy of Secretary Knox 
for the Governorship of Pennsylvania has 
been the subject of much talk among 
Pennsylvanians and other politicians here 
to-day. 

Secretary Knox has remained entirely 
uncommunicative. When questioned 4di- 
rectly about the matter he replied that he 
did not think it expedient for him to say 
anything about it. 

There is only one opinion among the 
Pennsylvanians who would say anything 
on the subject, and that is the Secretary 
would make an ideal candidate and a 
great Governor. But the men close to the 
organization did not care to express them- 
selves. There was one very significant ut- 
terance this evening, however. It came 
from Representative Tener, who has been 
heralded as the organization choice for 
the place. He said his name would be 
presented to the convention. He left for 
Pittsburg to-night. 


FOUND “TEMPLE LIBRARY.” 


Dr. Haynes Says He Was Discoverer of 
Tablets at University of Pennsylvania. 


NORTH ADAMS, Mass., June 17.—Suf- 
féring from tuberculosis and desiring to 
give the public a clear statement regard- 
ing his work in connection with the dis- 
covery of the so-called ‘‘ Temple Library ” 
at Nippur, Babylonia, Dr. John Henry 
Haynes to-night told of the circum- 
stancés surrounding that discovery. 

Dr. Haynes, who was first photo- 
grapher and then active director of the 
University of Pennsylvania expeditions to 
Nippur from 1884 to 1903, is now at the 
home of his sister, Mrs. Charles A. 
Peach, in this city. Archaeologists have 
had some controversies regarding the so- 
called ‘‘ Temple Library,’’ which now lies, 
still untranslated, in the vaults of the 
University of Pennsylvania, some of them 
maintaining that the tablets composing 
the collection probably did not constitute 
the library. The discovery of the tab- 
lets was announced several years ago by 
Prof. Herman V. Hilprecht of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, who was scien- 
tific director of the university’s expedi- 
tions to Babylonia from 1895 until their 
conclusion, 

Dr. Haynes said to-night that he wished 
“to correct certain errors which have 
perhaps been unintentionally made about 
the discovery.’’ ; 

His statement, In part, follows: 

‘“‘ After a long-continued search for the 
tablets I suddenly came upon the li- 
brary, at a depth of eighteen feet, in 
about half a dozen rooms. 

‘‘That the complete collection was pro- 
cured is clearly proved by the fact 
that the exploration of the surrounding 
rooms and building revealed no further 
trace of the tablets or ahy kind of in- 
scription, 

“The two architects of the expedition, 
Messrs. Clarence . Bisher an Geere 
Were, at the time that the tablets were 
discovered were busy in other parts of 
the great mounds. Hence it Was my 
privilege to be the finder of this valu- 
able addition to the work that meant 
sO mage to the University of Pennsyl- 
vania.”’ 

Dr. Haynes, who is 61 years old, is a 
graduate of Williams College, which has 
conferred upon him the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Philosophy. He was for 
some time an instructor in Robert Col- 
lege, Constantinople, but since 1884 has 
devoted himself to archaeological work. 
Since his return to this country in 1908 
Lr. Haynes has been gradually failing 
in health. His present condition causes 
his relatives grave anxiety, although in 
his formal announcement regarding the 
“Tempie Library’’ to-day he made no 
mention of his illness.

New Names, Prominent in Form- 
er City Administration, May 
Come Out Under Inquiry.

Controller’s Office Was One and the 
Bureau of Licenses Another—What 
Fosdick May Be Able to Trace. 





One of the most important Commis- 
sioners in Mayor Gaynor’s official family, 
a former Controller of the city, an@ a 
former Borough President of Brookiyn 
will have their names added to those of 
ex-Mayor McClellan’s Fire and Water 
Commissioner, John H. O’Brien; his pri- 
vate secretary, Frank M. O’Brien, and his 
executive clerk, William A, Willis, as 
the recipients of checks from the Foster 
& Kenny Advertising Agency if the city 
advertising scandal is pushed to its log- 
ical end. This fact became known yes- 
terday, after Supreme Court Justice Crane 
in Brooklyn had checked the activities 
of Commissioner of Accounts Fosdick by 
declaring that he was exceeding the pow- 
ers of subpoena granted to his office. 

Thus the old city advertising scandal, 
which has been smoldering ever since the 
Cassidy’ Legislative Committee made a 
pretense of investigating it a year ago 
last January, bids fair to be blown into 
a hotter flame than ever if Commissioner 
Fosdick succeeds in probing the facts to 
the bottom or District Attorney Whitman 
takes up the operations of the Securities 
Advertising Company, under which name 
William George Foster and W. J. K. 
Kenny did business, 

There are in existence, or there were 
until quite recently, checks bearing the 
indorsements not only of the three men 
whose names were made public in the 
argument before Judge Crane on Thurs- 
day, but of the three others referred to 
and of several individuals besides, whose 
connection with city politics in the last 
ten yeafs makes interesting an inquiry 
as to why they were sharing the receipts 
of the agency that placed a large part 
of the city’s advertising, during both Mc- 
Clellan administrations. These checks, 
plus the books of the Securities Advertis- 
ing Company, will furnish all the mate- 
rial that Commissioner Fosdick will need 
in his inquiry if he can get hold of them. 

The ramifications of the city advertis- 
ing sca.idal do noi, however, stop at this 
point. It will be developed if Commis- 
Sioner Fosdick can get at all of the facts, 
that the Controller's office during a con- 
siderable part of the administrations of 
both Controller Metz and Controiler Grout 
was availed of—and the Controller's per- 
sonal signature incidentally used—as a 
clearing house for of the Foster 
and Kenny checks. Nearer to the May- 
or’s office, the Mayor's Bureau of Li- 
censes, in the southwest corner of the 
basement of City Hall, was frequently 
used by the two O'Briens, John -and 
Frank, when apparently they were anx- 
lous to turn Foster's checks quickly into 
cash. 

The Securities Advertising Agency first 
came into public notice in the time of 
the Cassidy investigation. At that time 
the fact was developed that it was pretty 
much a custom in the office of Mayor 
McClellan’s secretaries to change the of- 
ficial designations of advertising from 
the publications indicated by the depart- 
ment from which advertising originated 
to one or another of a few favored semli- 

Olitical publications. William George 

ostar was called to the witness stand 
and testified that his agency had repre- 
sented from time to time The Sun, The 
Journal, The Mail, and The Globe, but 
did not say much about its relations witb 
the weekly publications. 

Mr. Foster, at an early date, beca’.ie 
involved in a controversy with the Cas- 
sidy Committee over the production of 
the books of his concern, and although 
his partner Kenny said he would like to 
have them produced, Foster succeeded in 
escaping from that necessity. it became 
known then that Foster and Kenny had 

vuarreled and had had no persqnal rela- 
tions for several vears, Foster having 
conducted the affairs of the Securities 
Advertising Company in the meantime. 
Recently the report of the committce 
which the Mayor appointed to investigate 
the city advertising matter adverted to 
the Securities Advertising Company again, 
although without mentioning the names 
of anv of the former members of the 
McClellan administration. The Mayor's 
committee had this to say on the sub- 
ject: 

The worst waete was in the designation of 
certain so-called official newspapers for the 
boroughs. In Manhattan, seven of these 
newspapers got in-.advertising last year 
$101,642.08. There was $17,886.64 expended 
in newspapers in the other boroughs. At 
least 89 per cent. of this could be avoided. 

We find thet small weekly newspapers, 
with fugitive circulation, charged the city 
40 cents a line for this advertising, which 
was afl that was chargcd by the leading 
morning and evening newspapers of the 
city, The charge of these weekly news- 
papers used to be 20 cents, and then 25 
cents a line. 

They found, however, that they had to 
pay from 25 to 50 per cent. to George W. 
Fosier, an unofficia: attache of the Mayor’s 
offices, and so they increased their rate 
to 40 cents, which they received, thus forc- 
ing the city to pay the commission that was 
demanded. These weekly newspapers hbhe- 
gan to grow to the poiut where it was really 
profitable to start one for tne citv adver- 
tising alone, and we find no fewer than 
twenty-three on the city payroll. 

The other side of this situation is the 
record of checks, and the cashing of these 
checks in the Mayor's Bureau of Licenses 
remembered for the charges of push cart 
and moving picture show license graft 
during a considerable part of the last 
administration. President Mitchet of the 
Aldermen, when he was Chairman of the 
Commissioners of Accounts, conducted an 
investigation of the license bureau eract. 

A corollary of the disclosure of checks 
from Foster to one of nzayor Gaynor’s 
most important Commissioners comes. in 
the fact that this Commissioner was for 
several years private secretary to an im- 
portant functionary in the city govern- 
ment, whose office had considerable ad- 
vertising patronage to distribute. Men- 
tion of the name of this public servant in 
the records of the Foster-Kenny agency 
ceases about the time he left his post as 
secretary. 

The former Borough President of Brook. 
lyn and the former Controller of the city 
who got the’ Foster checks are both ut 

resent out of public life, but in their 
ndividual capacities they are still weil 
known in the financial and legal world. 
If Commissioner of Accounts Fosdick 
can get the records of the Securities Ad- 
vertising Company or they are subse- 
quently turned over to District Attorney 
Whitman, there will be no difficulty in 
obtaining interesting data as to the 
améunts paid to these officials during 
their respective terms in office. 

It has developed in the course of the in- 
cuiry by the Mavor’s committee of in- 
vestigation that Foster and Kenny have 
becn engaged within a year in a law 
suit over a distribution of the profits of 
the Secur'ties Advertising Company. A 
received was appointed in this litigation, 
and a referee to hear the testimony, in 
the course of which, according to the 
Muyor’s committee, the payments to tne 
tw. ©O'Briens and to A. Willis be- 
came known. The inquiry developed ihe 
ussertion on the same authority that #vus- 
ter ke; t the proceeds of the city advor- 
tising in a fund separate from the general 
peccounts Ot his business, and that Kenny 
did not know what went on with respsact 
Ex-Controller Grout ap- 
red as attorney for Foster in the tiu- 
ri. .

BROOKINGS IN AIRSHIP 
SOARS 4,508 FRET 


He Breaks World’s Record for 
Altitude at Indianapolis in 
Flight of 12 Hours. 


MOTOR STOPS IN DESCENT

Far from Starting Place, He Glides 
Across Country for Two Miles 
and Lands in Wheat Field. 





INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 17.—Walter 
Brookins, in a Wright biplane, broke the 
world’s aeroplane record ior altitude to- 
day, when he soared to a height of 4,503 
feet, according to the measurement of the 
altimeter. _His motor stopped as he wus 
descending, and he made a cross-country 
glide of two miles, landing easily in a 
wheat field. 

Brookins started at the Indianapolis 
Speedway, and, flying in wide circles, 
reached his highest altitude in forty min- 
utes. The machine was then ut a speck 
in the sky, at moments lost to view. It 
seemed to pause for several minutes, 
and then it began a slow descent, sweep- 
ing five miles east of the Speedway in 
its downward course. Drawing in his cir- 
cle to a point three miles nearer to his 
starting place, Brookins found himself 
hundreds of feet from earth and flying 
over woods, meadows, and creeks strange 
to him. Because of the falling darkness 
he could not see the automobile track 
from which he had risen. 

At this stage the motor clogged and 
Brookins’s only chance was to hold his 
steering planes true and glide to earth. 
For two miles he slid down through the 
air in the direction of the speedway. 
When its stone-retaining wall loomed 
white before him he knew that he could 
not cover it. Slipping over the tops of 
trees, he sailed over a “wheat field and 
came lightly to the ground. 

An astonished farmer, with a shotgun, 
guarding his property against trespassers 
from the roads leading from the speed-. 
way, and, not suspecting an intruder from 
above, was the only person near when 
Brookins came to earth and stepped out 
of the machine to stretch his stiffened 
limbs and wait for the searchers who 
were scouring the countryside for him. 

Brookins landed after being in the 
air an hour and a half. The previous alti- 
tude record was 4,384% feet, which he set 
at the Speedway last Monday. 


FIREMAN CAUSES EXPLOSION. 


Lights Match Near Gasoline Tank in 
Brooklyn Headquarters. 


Fireman Joseph De Moll, chauffeur for 
Deputy Fire Chief Thomas F. Lally of 
Brooklyn, was burned probably mortally 
about the face, hands, and body at the 
Brooklyn Fire Headquarters in Jay 
Street near Willoughby Street last night 
as a result of Nghting a match near the 
gasoline tank in the cellar. There were 
four other firemen at work near him. All 
thé nien instantly threw themselves on 
the floor, De Moll included, when an ex- 
plosion occurred. De Moll was nearer 
to the tank than the others, who escap2i 
with slight burns. 

The men were cleaning the cellar and 
looking for a leak in the gasoline tank 
or pipes when the.explosion came. It is 
supposed that De Moll lighted a match 
to find the sewer drain in the cellar, into 
which the men wanted to sweep an accu- 
mulation of water. 

The explosion was heard in the street, 
and, not knowing its extent, Chief Lally 
turned in an alarm. There is only one 
line of hose that can be used convenient- 
ly at Headquarters, and this was put into 
service. Firemen ran downstairs to save 
their comrades and came upon De Moll 
crawling through a window out of the 
cellar. The other four firemen got out 
through the door. 

De Moll’s wounds were dressed by oth- 
er firemen and a call was sent to the 
Cumberland Street Hospital for an am- 
bulance. De Moll did not complain about 


his sufferings and did not lose conscious-' 
ness. At his own request he was removed 
to St. Peter’s Hospital. He is 28 years 
old and lives in New York Avenue, 
Borough of Richmond, with his widowed 
mother, 

He has been driving Chief Lally’s ma- 
chine for three years and was regarded 
by his superiors as an able and efficient 
operator. 


STILL STICK TO ROOSEVELT. 


Republicans In Minnesota Are Un.- 
alterably for His Policies. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., June 17.—Resolutions 
reaffirming unalterable support of the 
Republican Party of Ramsey County to 
the policies of Theodore Roosevelt and 
commending the patriotism of President 
Taft and his efforts to further National 
legislation in the interests of the Ameri- 
can people were adopted by the Ramsey 
County Republican Convention to-day. 


This was only accomplished in the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions after a threat by 
Delegate Hugh T. Halbert, to carry the 
fight to the floor of the convention, the 
original resolution merely welcoming 
“* America’s foremost citizen.’’

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PARR T0 GET $100,000 
FOR WORK ON FRAUDS 


Money Not Available and, He 
May Have to Wait Till Con- 
gress Reconvenes. 


OTHER CLAIMS DISMISSED 





Attorney General Holds Services of 
Dally and Anderson in Sugar Cases 


Not Entitled to Reward. 





WASHINGTON, June 17.—Richard Parr, 
Deputy Surveyor of the Port of New 
York, who materially assisted the Gov- 
ernment in recovering more than $2,000,- 
000 in settlement of the sugar under- 
weighing frauds, is to receive a reward 
of $100,000. This decision was reached at 
@ conference between President Taft and 
Secretary MacVeagh to-day. 

There igs not money enough available 
in the moiety fund in the Treasury, from 
which rewards are paid, to cover the 
amount agreed on; so that unless other 
arrangements are made an appeal to 
Congress will have to be made for th3 
necessary appropriation. That, Secretary 
MacVeagh indicated, would not be done 
at this sessién of Congress. 

Parr discovered the secret spring on 
the dock of the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company by which the underweigh- 
ing practice was carried on. The final 
discoveries of fraud were made in 1907, 
since when the Government has been en- 
gaged in collecting the duties of whictn 
it had been defrauded. 

There were two other claimants for 
reward, They were Edwin I. Anderson 
and Charles M. Dally. Secretary Mac- 
Veagh submitted to Attorney General 
Wickersham the question whether he was 
authorized to reward all three, but the 
Attorney General held that Parr only 
was entitled to any compensation .from 
the moiety fund. 

It appears from Secretary MacVeagh’s 
communication te Attorney General 
Wickersham that Dally, one of the claim- 
ants, called attertion in September, 1907, 
to information he had of fraudulent 
weighing. A man named Richard Whal- 
ley, who was in the employ of the sugar 
company in the nineties, declared that he 
had invented a fraudulent method of 
weighing sugars—by a set of special 
weights—which it was alleged was put in 
operation by the sugar company in 1898. 
Anderson, at one time assistant dock 
Superintendent of the sugar company, 
had some suspicions of frauds. Accord- 
ing to the Secretary’s letter he had been 
intending to sell his story to the news- 
papers when Dally advised against it. 

Dally then took an interest in the mat- 
ter with Anderson and laid the case be- 
fore the Government. Subsequently ho 
added Whalley’s story. This, said Mr. 
MacVeagh, gives the basis of the claim 
of Dally and Anderson. Whalley made no 
claim. It was learned subsequently, said 
the Secretary, that the device reported 
by Whalley was not being used. 

Evidently, sai@ Secretary MacVeagh, 
the leadership was in Parr. The initia- 
tive rested with him and the information 
and action were meanwhile associated 
with him. The success of the suits to re- 
cover money he attributed largely to 
Parr’s werk. There is also no doubt, de- 
clared the Secretary, that large amounts 
of money were offered to Parr, and that 
he was dogged by detectives. 

The Attorney General, in passing on the 
case, said that Anderson and Dally 
claimed only by reason of information 
which admittedly was given to the 
Government directly by Richard Whal- 
ley, Undoubtedly Whaltley’s information 
was of great value, but the facts set out 
by Secretary MacVeagh clearly. showed 
that it was not the inception of the in- 
vestigation. Parr had the subject matter 
of Whalley’s information already under 
investigation. 


MOSES SACHS MISSING. 


Aged Jewelry Dealer Had $3,000 in 
Gems in Valise When Last Seen. 


The police were asked last night to send 
out an alarm for Moses Sachs, a sixty- 
year-old jewelry dealer, who disappeared 
while on his rounds to customers on the 
cast side at noon yesterday, with a valise 
containing jewelry valued at $38,000. The 
case was reported by one of his six sons, 
Harry Sachs, a jeweler of 1,936 Third 
Avenue. 

At noon yesterday the old man met two 
of his sons, Paul and Irving, at a jew- 
ler’s at 19 Rivington Street, carrying his 
satchel, filled with jewels, and $100 in 
cash. He told them that he was going 
directly home, as was his custom each 
Friday, to be on hand there for the Sab- 
bath service in the evening: He did not 
reach home. In the evening a customer 
told the son Harry that he had met the 
old man on Twenty-ninth Street at 1 


o’clock and had got a written order for 
some repairing from him. There was no 
later trace:of him, 

According to his sons, the old man did 
business on the installment plan, and had 
many customers in the Italian quarter of 
Elizabeth and Mott Streets. hey fear 
he may have met with foul play. He is 
described as weighing 155 pounds, 5 feet 
4 inches in height, dark hair, wearing a 
cone brown sult, derby hat, and black 
shoes. 


MAYOR ACTS IN CAR STRIKE. 


Yonkers Official Proceeds Against 
Company for Not Running Cars. 


Mayor James I. Lennon directed yester- 
Gay the Corporation Counsel to file a com- 
plaint with the Public Service Commis- 
sion that the Yonkers Railroad had 
failed to operate cars on any of its lines 
the last three days. The Mayor also di- 
rected that the attention of the Attorney 
General be called to the situation. . 

This action was taken: by the Mayor 
following his failure to induce the striking 
trolleymen and Receiver Leslie Suther- 


land to arbitrate the question of wages 
involved in the strike. The strikers were 
willing to arbitrate, but Receiver Suth- 
erland said: 

“TIT have been paying the wage scale 
authorized by the Supreme Court. 1t 
have no power to increase or diminish 
this wage scale. Neither have I any pow- 
er to arbitrate a court order. Conse- 
quently I must decline your invitation to 
arbitrate.’’ 

The Harlem Sightseeing Company of 
New York was granted to-day a license 
to operate-autos in Yonkers. They will 
be run from Getty Square over the route 











of the South Broadway line of the Yon- 
kers Railroad. The fare will be 10 cents.

LITTLE BOY KILLED BY AUTO. 


Fell in Front of it While on an Er- 
rand for His Mother. 


Six-year-old Mathew Carroll, son of Jo- 
seph Carroll of 183 Fourteenth Street, 
was run over and killed last night by 
an automobile at Grove and Fourteenth 
Streets, Jersey City. In the automobile 
were Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Long of 1,014 
Hudson Street, Hoboken, and Charles 
Steuerwald, the chauffeur, of 1,717 Park 
Avenue, Hoboken. 

The child had been sent by his mother 
for a bundle of. wood and was on his 
way home when in crossing Grove Street 
he slipped and fell in front of the auto- 
mobile.

MOTHER SEES BOY DROWN. 


Lad Who Couldn’t Swim Jumped into 
Canal for His Cap.

TRENTON, N. J., June 17.—Julius Horo- 
witz, 1¢ years old, was drowned in the 
water power canal to-night while trying 
to recover his cap. Several boys were 
playing along the bank, when one of them 
threw Horowitz’s cap into the water. 

Although he could not swim Horowitz 
jumped into the stream after it. With a 
cry the boy sank from sight and his body 
did not reappear, Just as the boy jumped 
into the stream his mother, who was 
standing at'a window in her home near- 
by, saw him. She ran to the water, and 
the bystanders had a hard struggle to 
keep her from jumping in. She insisted 
on going out in a boat with the Coroner 
and a party of men who recovered the 
body. She carried the dead body in her 
arms to her house after it was recovered 
an hour later, 


1,000 DEAD. IN HUNGARY. 


Flood Loss Will Reach That Figure— 
Harvest May®Be Destroyed. 


VIENNA, June 17.~The destruction of 
life and property by floods throughout 
Hungary exceeds all records. The num- 
ber of deaths have mot yet been ascer- 
tained, but it is bélieved they will ag- 
gregate close to a thousand. The en- 
tire harvest is seriously threatened with 
destruction. 

In the Kronstadt district 800 bodies 
have been. recovered. In the Moldava dis- 
trict 100 persone perished as the. result 
of the sudden collapse of houses, and in 
the Temesvar district 180 persons are re- 
ported to have been drowned. 


THE CONCORD FLOATED. 


Resumes Trip Here After Being 
Aground—75 Passengers Take Train. 


NEWPORT, R. IL. June 17.—The Colo- 
nial Line steamer Concord, which went 
ashore on Dutch Island while on her

. Judging by what was observed yester- 
Gay afternoon along the route which Col. 
Roosevelt. will follow after his landing 
this morning, New_York is relying rather 
on the crowds that will assemble and the 
enthusiasm they will show than on elab- 
orate displays of bunting to give him a 
welcome. Here and there, indeed, a store 
or a club has gone to the trouble of set- 
tiie out a display that has some special 
relation to the ex-President. But there 
were not more than four or five of these. 
Festoons of the American flag were more 
common. but there were long gaps along 
the route without a solitary flag floating 
froma mast or draped in a window. 

On landing at Pier A, Col. Roosevelt 
will find himself in a court of honor. As 
he enters Battery Park he will find 
his ~peth to the grand stand, where the 
Mayor is to welcome him, lined with slen- 
cer Venetian masts; on each of which !s 
=» standard of American flags, and from 
the top of which float streamers of red, 
white, and blue, 

The masts are twined with ropes 
greenery, festoons of greenery droop be- 
tween them, and the barriers which keep 
ihe path are also hidden in foliage. ‘The 
entire court blends with the turf and trees 
of Battery Park. 

Pier A and the pier from which 
Coney Island steamers start have hung 
out many. American flags, but the only 
welcome the Whitehall Building displays 
is the word ‘“ Delighted’’ on a white 
banner, which_a tenant has hung from 
his windows. The row of tumble-down ¢a- 
loons between Washington and Greenwici 
Streets have done their best to brightea 
themselves up with flags, and the Cus- 
iom. House has festooned its cornices, 

On lower Broadway as high as Fuiton 
Street not..a building except the old 
Stevens ‘ House showed yesterday any 
decorations. 

The National Park Bank had a flag 
draped on its facade, but the City Hall 
was absolutely bare. From every win- 
dow of the Tribune building an American 
flag hung flat against the wall, and the 
World building was brilliant with the 
standards of-all nations. Up Broadway 
to Prince Street the stores which had so 
much as 2 flag in their window displays 


might be counted on the fingers of one 
hand. * . 

From Prince Street north to West 
Fourth Street, where the parade will 
turn west to Washington Street, a little 
more enthusiasm has been shown. Here 
and there a building did fly flags from 
all tts windows, and one great flag was 
suspended across Broadway, but there 
were blocks without an emblem,

Hamilton Club’s Head Says It Will Not

most influential Republican clubs in ‘the 
country, arrived here last evening by 
special train, with several hundred invited 
guests, to greet Col. Roosevelt when he 
arrives this morning.

Judge John H. Batten, President of the 
club, said last night that the ninety-one 
members had come on to welcome “one 
of the first citizens in the world.’ “ We 
have not come on,”’ he said, “ with the 
idea of trying to induce Col. Roosevelt 
to run for a third term. I was asked 
this question just before we left Chicago, 
and I wish it to be understood that we 


are here simply to welcome'‘the ex-Presi« 
dent’s return. 

“It was the Hamilton Club that first 
suggested him for the Presidency, and it 
was at a dinner given by our club that 
the expressions ‘strenuous’ and ‘the big 
stick’ were coined by Col. Roosevelt. Why, 
we have a chair in our lounging room on 
which he stood to make one of his first 
speeches to us, and we have a plate on 
it now telling all- about the occasion. 
We think a great deal of that chair.’ 

Judge Batten then said that Col. Roose- 
velt had accepted the club’s invitation to 
visit them as soon as he had rested up. 
“We sent him the first invitation to visit 
us when he ‘was still in the African jun- 
gies,”’ the President of the club continued, 
“but the Colonel wrote back that it was 
tco long in advance to make any arrange- 
ments. 

““When he arrived:in London, however, 
we had an engrossed invitation presented 
to him by one of our members through 
the American Embassy, and when he saw 
it at the home of Col. Lee he exclaimed: 
‘Superb!’ Then he sent off a cable to us 
at once, accepting our invitation.’’ 

The rear of the train was decorated 
with an electric sign bearing the name 
of the club, and as one member put it, 
“folks could see us coming and going.’ 
The club members pares so frequently 
en route for their photographs that the 
train was delayed more than an hour in 
getting into the Grand Central Station.

LONDON PRESS TRIBUTES. 


Daily Mail and Daily Telegraph 
Warmly Praised Roosevelt. 


The London Daily Mail and The Daily 
Telegraph both printed highly commend- 
atory editorials on ex-President Roose- 
velt on June 10, the day on which he 


sailed from England, reviewing Mr. 
Roosevelt's visit and paying warm trib- 
utes to him. The Daily Mail said: 


Mr. Roosevelt salls to-day for the United 
States. His visit to the Old World has re- 
sembled a triumphal progress. Everywhere 
the sovereigns and peoples have been eager 
to make the acquaintance of a man whose 
personality is one of the dominating forces 
of our time, and whe has left a deep mark 
on the history of his country and the world. 
Wherever he has gone he has seen and con- 
quered—in Paris, in Berlin in Vienna. in 
Brussels, in Christiania, and in London. 
His visit to England took place at a mo- 
ment of great national sorrow which im- 
posed a certain restraint on his reception. 
But in the great procession of Kings and 
notabilities that followed our late sovereign 
to the grave no figure attracted more at- 
tention than that of the American ex-Pres- 
ident, the mighty hunter and man ‘of action. 

Mr. Roosevelt's qualities are such as make 
@ pecullar appeal to the British Nation. 
They admire his frankness, as shown by 
hig admission that he Hked to be President: 
his strenuousness, his directness, his gospel 
of action, They saw in his earnest warning 
@s to the danger of sentimentality in Egypt 
the act of a true friend who administers 
hot fiattery but salutary counsel. It is 
amusing to note that those who regarded his 
Guildhall speech as an indiscretion and an 
interference with affairs in which he had 
mo concern are themselves prepared, without 
any of Mr. Roosevelt's special knowledge, 
at the slightest notice to offer unsolicited 
advice to foreign countries and meddle in 
political questions abroad. Again. when we 
are told by critics in the United States that 
Mr. Roosevelt in his speeches has enunciated 
platitudes, let it be remembered that the 
vld truths are precisely those which in mod- 
ern life are most in danger of being forgot- 
ten and ignored. And in thig case they 
have been restated with admirable force 
and vigor by one who is a consummate 
judge of men and possesred of the greatest 
experience in the art of administration. 

Mr. Roosevelt in the past has stood for the 
things which Englishmen instinctively ad- 
mire and respect. In the United States he 
has fought for upright government and 
waged unflinching war upon corruption and 
injustice. His great campaign against the 
trusts Was inspired by solicitude for the 
‘““common people."" But while curbing thie 
-lawlessness of organized wealth he has 
proved himself an enemy of revolution and 
@ determined foe of that spirit of envy 
which seeks to reduce all to one common 
level. What ‘»e future may have in store 
for him no man can tell. But it seems im-. 
poasasibie that his political career can have 
closed at the moment when hig judgment’ 
has attatned the full ripeness of middle 
life, while his all-consuming energy remains 
unabated. Indeed to all appearance the 
task of restoring the fortunes of the Re-_ 
publican Party in the United States may de- 
volve upon him, in view of the buffets 
which that party has sustained in recent 
elections. Hig message to England and the 
world, as expressed in his speeches, may be 
reduced to these simple terms: Not merely 
to talk about doing right, but to do it, and 
to be prepared to fight and suffer for it; 
not to surrender spiritual ideals in the de- 
sire for luxury and ease; and, abcve all, 
in the government of subject races to eschew 
weak sentimentality and to administer 
firmty and disinterestedly. It is a manly 
creed, and it is one whitch will commend 
itself to the people of this country as they 
bid good-bye to their illustrious visitor. 

In its editorial The Daily Telegraph 
said: . 


To-day Mr. Roosevelt leaves our shores, 
after a memorable visit hardly to be com- 
pared with anything preceding it. His Euro- 
pean tour, now at an end, has extended 
even his former celebrity, and has made 
him the most discussed personality in the 
world. He has, in a sense, ‘* stumped ”’ 
whole. nations, as Mr. Gladstone used to 
harangue mere constituencies, and wherever 
he has moved he has made a strong im- 
pression upon the popular mind. This in 
itself would be no ordinaty proof that he 
exercises ascendancy, explain it how we 
may, but we have also to add that, as far 
as. his relations with this country during 
the last few weeks are concerned, he has 
convinced every one who has come in con- 
tact with him of the sincerity of his friend- 
ship, and he has certainly had: every pos- 
sible evidence of ours. 

No one before him “not belonging to eur 
own empire has ever been received quite 
in ‘the satne way, and none’ has been 50 
fully admitted, as it were. to all the free- 
dom of our own institutions. After the pre- 
vious strain of his progress from capital to 
capital, he has been incessantly occupied tn 
this country by visits and functions. He 
has supported the ordeal with inexhaustible 
energy and good humor. And he has made 
gcod his claim to be considered not oaly 
an extraordinary being, but a great man. 
Iie has been vigorous, humorous, hortatory, 
and laudatory by turns. He has been keen 
about everything—from the personalities of 

ir society, and the broad aspects of our 
national life, to the pictures upon our walls, 
the historic old houses in the heart of our 
counties, and the notes of our songbirds. 
We have riven him the best time we 
were able, in spite of the unexpected dif- 
ficuitles .during the period’ of - national 
mourning. Ho, like. a guest worth enter- 
taining, has enioyed, with the usual splen- 
did zest. that he brings into all the busi- 
néss and pleasure of. life, every hour of 
our welcome; and he knows .very Well that 
outside his own country he can never re- 
éeive a heartier. We for our part lose his 
presence with unfeigned rerret. He has not 
only amused all of us, and caused a pagrs- 
ing irritation among a few. He has stim- 

‘lated this country, always ready to re- 
spond to the exhilarating driving power of 
a born: leader of men, to an extent .that 
will make his visit, we believe, of perma- 
nent value.

GUGGENHEIM LOSES. TAX SUIT

Long Branch Allowed to Collect $40,060 
Personal Property Assessment. 


TRENTON, N. J.; June 17.—The.Su- 
preme Court has decided in favor of Long 
Branch in the suit imstituted by Solomon 
R.. Guggenh2im, who appealed from an 
assessment of $40,000 on personal proper- 
ty. The assessment had been confirmed 
by the County Board of ‘Taxation and 
later by the State Board of Equalization 
of Taxes, The opinion was written by 
Justice Minturn, 

In 1905 Mr: Guggenheim moved to Long 
Branch from Manhattan and in that year 
swore off a personal tax of $40,000 levied 
by the City of New York on the ground 
that he had become a resident of.New 
Jersey. The assessment was accordingly 
made in Loag Branch. A year later Long 
Branch again placed an assessment of 
$40,000 on Mr. Guggennheim’s property. 
It is this levy that he is fighting. He de- 
clared that at that time he had removed 
from the State. 

Justice Minttrn, in the syllabus of his 
opinion, says: , 

‘The prosecutor (Mr. Guggenheim) hav- 
ing established his residence in this State 
and voted and paid taxes on his personal 
property here in 1905, and having sworn 
off .his taxes in New York City for the 
Same year upon the ground that he was 
a citizen of Long Branch, will be pre- 
sumed in the absence of competent evi- 
dence to the contrary to have continued 
his residence there for the succeeding 
year. <A legal residence once established 
will be presumed to continue until the 
contrary be satisfactorily shown.”’

Everything being in 
readiness the van was driven opposite the 
suspected house and the Inspector and 
his men, all armed with crowbars and 
axes, ran to the front door amidst great 
excitement in the nelghborhood. 

The door was locked. but by. smashing 
a window the policemen soon got in. They 


were faced with an icebox door, they 
found, and the axes came into play. 

According to the police, they found 
about seventy-five men in the room that 
had been barricaded. The men had been 
unable to get out as the police were get- 
ting in as the windows were all barred. 
In the centre of the room was a stove, 
in which charts, racing sheets, and other 
racing ard stuss paraphernalia were burn- 
ing, the police say. «A can of kerosene, 
they say, had been poured over the 
papers. 

The seventy-five men were all lined 
up, and Detective Van Dam looked them 
over and served five of them with war- 
rants signed by Magistrate Cornell. Few 
of the men recognized Van Dam as the 
striking baker, who, with a six weeks’ 
growth of beard, had become a member 
of the club, after playing cards in near- 
by saloons until he could get introduced.

If Bills Are Put Aside Too Long the. 
House Can Put Them on 
the Calendar.

“WASHINGTON, June 17.—By the votes 
of 201 regulars, insurgents, and Demo- 
crats, the House to-day adopfed a reso- 
lution designed to prevent the “ pigeon- 
holing’’ of. pills in committees. The 


in which it was written by two Demo- 
erats, Representatives Champ Clark of 
Missouri and Sherley of Kentucky, was 
presented by Chairman “Dalzell ‘of the 
Rules Committee, one of. the stanchest 
of organization men. 

‘The entire affair had-an Alice-in-Won- 
derlend . flavor. The. resolution was 
Democratic; it was defended by Speaker 
Cannon’s lieutenants; and the most: vo- 
ciferous insurgents were two members 
of the minority, Representatives Sims of 
Tennessee and Rucker of Missouri. Mr. 
Rucker furnished the only vote against 
the.resolution, as Mr. Sims confined his 
opposition to his vigorous denunciation of 
the proposed revision. Representative 
Payne made a speech against one of the 
provisions of the resolution, * but voted 
with the 201. 


The chotee of a.Democratic resolution, 
it-was generatly understood, was made in 
order to deprive ‘the insurgents of any 
credit for a change in,the rules. 

The new rule provides that any member 
of the House may take a motion to dis- 
charge a committee from the. considera- 
tion of a bill which has been reposing 
undisturbed in that commiitee. These. mo- 
tions, it is provided, are to be brought 
before the Tiouse on a “‘unanimous..con- 
sent’ day every two weeks. A majority 
vote on.any one of these motions will 
place the bill on the. calendar, on which 
it would have been placed had it been re- 
ported by the committee in charge, and it 
wiil. come before the House for considera- 
tion in its regular order. 

The peaceful ending of what promised 
to be a vigorous fight at the very close of 
the session was accomplished with a fuil 
attendance of the House, the whips of 
ali factions having been busy. An hour 
of debate was allowed. 

Denouncing the proposed rule in vigorous 
language, Mr. Sims of Tennessee pounded 
his desk and shouted to. the insurgents 
across the aisle: 

“Where are the fruits of your victory? 
Indians, show me your scalps! I want to 
see what you will get! Nothing!’ he 
declared in dramatic tones. ‘ Nothing! ”’ 
he repeated. 

Minority Leader Clark challenged a 
statement by Mr. Sims that the Demo- 
crats were following the Republicans. 

‘“‘I introduced this rule in this House 
myself,”’ he said. ‘‘ The only substantial 
amendment to it was made by Mr. Un- 
derwood of Alabama. If this rule does 
not work we will change it.’’ 

Mr. Rucker, a Missouri Democrat, de- 
clared that he would not accept such 4 
proposition as was offered’ because it had 
the support of the Republicans, 

“Jf you should find. the. Republicans 
steering toward heaven, would you refuse 


to go that way?’’ shouted Mr. Stanley of 
Kentucky, amid shouts of laughter. 

‘If I saw them going that way, I would 
doubt lke the devil if ‘they were going to 
heaven,’’ retorted Mr. Rucker. 

Representative Fish of New York spoke 
in favor of the rule. Mr. Sherley of Ken- 
tucky. said it would enforce the presence 
of members upon the floor of the House, 
and do away with the large amount of 
absenteeism that had prevailed in the 
past. Mr. Murdock of Kansas, insurgent, 
said it would do away with the ‘practice 
of pigeon-holing proposed legislation. 

A rising vote showed practically every 
member on his feet. Speaker Cannon at- 
tempted to.count the members standing, 
but made only a few strokes of the 
handle of his gavel toward them, when in 
apparent despair and amid laughter he 
announced that ‘201 members voted in 
the affirmative.’’ and later announced 
‘‘1 in the negative." 


PLANT FOR WASHING MONEY. 


Treasury Machines for Cleansing 


Soiled Bills to Save a Million Yearly. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The Treas- 
ury. Department, is installing a half-dozen 
washing machines and intends laundering 
in them $1,000,000,000 of bills @ year, 
thereby saving the Givernment $1,000,000 
or more each twelve months spent in re- 
placing soiled currency. Heretofore it ‘has 
been the policy of the Government to de- 
stroy its unclean money and substitute it 
by crisp, new bills. Treasury officials 
have been experimenting with the wash- 
ing machine, which is no different from 
any ordinary clothes washer, and: have 


found that the soiled: bills may be, put 
through the suds, disinfected, starched 
and ironed, and returned to the bank as 
good as new. In fact, it is said that they 
are better than when first made, having 
a softness and pliability more agreeable 
to. the touch. | 
The plant necessary for laundering will 
be in operation in six weeks. When it 
has demonstrated its success, others will 
be put in at Sub-Treasuries. Then any 
bank, when its money gets dirty, may 
send it to the nearest money laundry and

GET BACK WIRELESS CASH. 


Cincinnati Investors Surprised by. Re- 
turn of United Payments.

On this information 
published on that day Mr. Maddox savs 
that he acted at once. All transactions 
which were made under this arrangement 
he annulled and sent back the payments,

The Treasury figures for last year show 
that $1,183,000,000 in solled bills was. re- 
deemed by new issues. There were some 
200,000,000 indtvidual bills in this amount. 
Eighty per cent. of them, or 160,000,000, 
were Washable. It costs 1.3 cents each to 
make these bills. They may be laundered 
for .lofa cent. The saving will be 12 cents 
on each bill, or $2,080,000 a year. With 
due allowance for the discrepancy be- 
tween theory and practice it may be 
safely estimated that $1,000,000 a year 
may be saved through the washing proc- 
€ss. 

The Government has always been: will- 
ing to go to great’ expense to keep its 
paper money up to the standard. When 
any bank or individual was dissatisfied 
with the condition of its paper it had 
only to send.it to the Treasury to get 
brand new bills in exchange without 
any charge: Under this régime it has 
been determined that the life of a dollar 
bill is 1.2 years, that of a two-dollar 
bill 1.4 years, and of bills of larger de- 
nominations about 3 years. If by wash- 
ing the life of all this money can be 
doubled, the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing will have to manufacture only 
half as much money, and,one of the ex- 
pensive bureaus of the Government can 
be operated much more cheaply. %

PATTEN INDICTED. 
WITH COTTON POOL 


Continued from Page 1, 








in Exchanges at all. It deals with a 
specific case of a definite combination 
for an avowed and ascertained purpose, 
and that purpose one condemned by the 
act of Congress—namely, to restrain and 
monopolize inter-State: trade and. com- 
merce in a commodity -the. free and un- 
restricted use of whieh is of prime im- 
portance: to the whole Nation.’”’ 

The indictment is in five counts, the 
first three of which charge a conspiracy 
to monopolize trade and commerce among 
the States, under the second section of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act; the-fourth, the 
making of a combination in restraint of 
trade, and the fifth, the making of a 
contract in restraint of trade. These last 
two counts. of the indictment: come spe- 
cifically under the first section of the 
Sherman Anti-Trust act. 

Count 1 is the section of the indictment 
which contains the enumeration of overt 
acts done in pursuance of the alleged 
illegal conspiracy, and it names the eight 
defendants and fifty-two cotton - mills 
where spinning. and. manufacturing are 
carried on, in the States of Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina, and South Caro- 
lina as the parties to it. The first speci- 
fication of overt acts-also set forth let- 
ters and telegrams sent. by either Mr. 
Brown or Mr. Hayne, or by both joint- 
ly, to Southern members of the combi- 
nation setting forth the progress of the ne- 
gotiations trom time to time between 
Feb. 19, 1910, and March 5, 1910. 

The sixth specification of an overt act 
contains the text of the agreement, which 
is dated Feb, 26, 1910, and runs between 
**W. P. Brown and Frank B..Hayne, both 
of the City of New Orleans and the State 
of Louisiana, parties of the first part, 
and the undersigned cotton. spinners -and 
manufacturers, parties of the second 
part.’”’ 


Articles of Agreement. 


The agreement provides that the spin- 
ners shall subscribe for and authorize the 
parties of the first part to buy for their 
account contracts on the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange for the future delivery of 
the number of bales set opposite their 
respective names. The cotton is to be 
purchased on. the March, April, May, 


June, or July options, or divided among 
any two or more:of these months, at the 
discretion of Messrs. Hayne and Brown 
and a committee consisting of Lewis W. 
Parker, Fuller E. Callaway, and J. W. 
Cannon, representing the spinners. 
Messrs. Hayne and Brown, as parties 
of the first part, with the other defend- 
ants named in yesterday’s indictment, 


racy, agree on their own account to pur- 
chase contracts on the New York Cotton 
Exchange for an equal number of bales 
of cotton ‘with the parties of the second 
part, and to apportion the total amount 
of cotton purchased equally between the 
subscribers.

Martin will be Adjutant Gen. J. B. Lauck, 
commander of the State militia. I have 
| the positive assurance that Fickert and 
Martin will- not permit a single round 
to be fought. Their promises were given 
to me personally. I believe and expect 
they will be kept. The doom of prize 
fighting in California has been sounded.” 

Louis Blot, the promoter of the fight, 
openly defying the Governor, who had 
ordered out two companies of militia to 
prevent the contest if city officers re- 
fused to act, declared to-day that he 
would hold the Kaufman-Langford af- 
fair to-morrow, even though’‘‘ an army ”’ 
was ¢alled on to bleck the proceedings. 
Ostensibly Blot stands alone,- but until 
late to-day he had at least the passive 
support of the local officials. At the 
eleventh hour District Attorney Fickert 
and Chief of Police Martin pledged their 
word to Attorney General Webb that they 
would prevent the fight. .

EDINBURGH, June 17.—William J.’Bry- 
an addressed the evening session of the 
World Missionary Conference here « to- 
night, and, arguing against many of the 
objections to missions, said that’ mis- 
sionaries were much less apt to get na- 
tions into trouble than persons who went 


At to-day’s sessions the features were 
the reading of a letter from Mgr. Bono- 
melli, Roman Catholic Bishop of. Cre- 
mona, Italy, and the presentation of the 
report of the Commission on Education 
in Relation to the Christianization of Na- 
tional Life. 

The communication of the Bishop of 
Cremona was in response to an invitation 
which explained that the gathering was 
one to which Christians of all Churches 
in the world were freely invited, and 
made it clear that it was merely a con- 
ference on how all Christians’ of every 
name might better understand each other, 
and better combine to make Christ and 
His Church known to all men; that it 
would not pass resolutions or take any 
definite action, and that no convictions 
were to be compromised; no principles 
sacrificed. 


asked, ‘‘a letter to be read at the con- 
ference advocating better feeling, better 
knowledge, holier relations among all 
who believe in Christ as God, in order 
that we may all come together In God’s 


good time into the universal body of 
Christ—the one, holy Catholic and Apos- 
tolic Church?” 

Mgr. Bonomelli in his reply, which is 
addressed to Silas McBee of New York, 
said that he applauded the conference be- 
cause it *‘ enabled men of various faiths 
to meet together, not for the purpose 
of hating and combatting each other, for 
the supposed greater glory of God, but 
in order to concentrate themselves in 
Christian love to the pursuit of that re- 
ligious truth which unites all believ ers in 
Christ. United in one faith, the various 
spiritual forces combine in the adoration 
of the one true God, in spirit and in 
truth.” 

a know very well,” the Bishop went 
on, ‘“‘ that some skepte al spirits, saturated 
in gross materialism, or cold positivism, 
may smile at your initiative, and tax you 
with Utopian optimism, or with being 
well-meaning dreamers, shutting your 
eyes to the realities of life. Such will not 
fail to say that you, being yourselves 
profoundly divided in your religious be- 
liefs, of which you endeavor to be the 
jealous guardians, cannot have any data 
or principles, accepted by all, on which 
to base your discussions. 

‘But no, oniy a superficial observer 
could be deluded regarding the practica- 
bility of such efforts. Yours, gentlemen, 
is not an optimistic idealism, nor an idle 
dream. The elements of fact, in which 
you all agree are numerous, and are com- 
mon to the various Christian denomina- 
tions, and they can, therefore, serve as 
a point of departure for your discussions. 
It is, therefore, legitimate to aspire to a 
unity of faith, and of religious practice, 
and to work for its realization by the 
consecration*of all energies of mind and 
heart. This is a work in which we in our 
day may well-co-operate, In this field, as 
in others, it is Welt to keep in mind that

Divers Continuing Exploration of Lake 
Como Fail to Find His Body. 


COMO, Italy, June 17.—Throughout to- 
day divers explored the bottom of Lake 
Como in the vicinity where the body 
of Mrs. Mary Scott Castle Chariton was 
found, but they. failed to discover the 
body of the husband, Porter Charlton, 
whom many believed to have been mur- 
dered at the same time with his wife, 
and brought up nothing that shed any 
light on the mystery. The divers’ opera- 
tions were watched by a crowd on shore. 

The search of the lake Is being made 
by the Italian Government at the wish 
of American Ambassador, Leishman and 
American Consul Caughy at Milan, who 
still hold that the theory of a double 
murder should not. be abandoned until 
every effort to solve the mystery of 
Charlton’s disappearance has been made. 

On the other hand, the police have re- 
doubled their efforts to collect evidence 
that Charlton is still alive. and are seek-

CUT IN TREASURY BALANCE 





Officials Had Calculated on the $27,-; 


000,000 to Put on the Credit 


Side June 30. 





Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, June 17.—It is becom- 
ing evident that the Treasury will not 
have the $27,000,000 of corporation taxes 


. to add to the balance for this fiscal year, 


which ends with the last day of June. It 
looks now as though not even a consider- 
ible portion of the total assessment will 
be available for the statement of this 
year’s Treasury finances. 

The tax has been coming in slowly for 
the last six weeks or more, although un- 
der the law it was not strictly payable 
until June. The law prescribes that the 
assessments shall be completed and noti- 
fications of them sent to the corpora- 
titons on or before June 1, and that the 
tax shall be paid on or before June 30. 
But there is -a subsequent line which 
makes the date by which the tax really 
must be paid nine days later. This is 
the penalty provision. The 5 per cent. 
additional does not attach in case the tux 
is not paid on June 30, but only when 
“for ten days after notice and demand 
thereof by the Collector’’ the delinquent 
corporation still withholds payment, 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is already preparing to send out notices 
to delinquent corporations on July 1. Un- 
der the language of the statute, if the 
notice and demand do not go out, then 
the delinquents will have additional grac?, 
for it is not until the receipt of this de- 
mand from the Collector that the ten 
days of grace begin to run. The Internal 
Revenue Bureau will take no chance vl! 
permitting additional delay, and will have 
its notices ready for transmission imme- 
diately at the close of the month. This 
makes July 10 the last day on which the 
corporation tax may be paid without in- 


curring the penalty, which is 5 per cent. 
of the tax and an additional 1 per cent. a 
month. 

In the cums already received by the 
Treasury there is nothing, from any of 
the larger corporations which will con- 
tribute the bulk of the tax. Since the 
item first appeared in the daily Treasury 
statement the largest sum credited to the 
corporation tax in any one day has been 
$152,000. The total collected this month, 


as shown by to-day’s statement, is only | 


$833,885.38, an average of a little more 
than $50,000 a day. Including the sums 
received prior to June the total thus far 
coliected is only $1,530,500.63. 

At .the Treasury offices it is confidently 
declared that the bulk ‘of the tax will 
be turned in by the end of the month, 
but there is ground for believing that this 
is not the real opinion of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. It is not expected that 
any of the large corporations will pay the 
tax much, if any, before the last day 
on which the penalty can be avoided. The 
corporations evidently consider that the 
money will be of just as much usé to 
them during this period as it would be 


to the Government, and they show no dis- ' 


position to surrender voluntarily the -in- 
terest for that time. It is apparent also 
that the corporations are advised of the 
exact day at which the penalty clause be- 
comes operative, and that not many of 
them will bether about getting their 
checks in by the end of June. 

The smaller corporations are not watch- 
ing the matter as closely as the big fel- 
lows are, and their checks are the ones 
that make up the daily driblets shown by 
the Treasury statements. 


DENY OUSTING DIPLOMAT. 


Minister Stutesman Declared to Have 
Relinquished His Post Voluntarily. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—“‘ Family and 
business reasons’”’ were given at the State 
Department to-day as the cause of the 
retirement from the diplomatic service of 
James Flynn Stutesman, American Min- 


ister to Bolivia. 

The object in explaining the motive be- 
hind the retirement, which was announced 
yesterday, was to deny the report that 
Mr. Stutesman was stepping out in order 
to make a place in the service for Fred 
W. Carpenter, former secretary to Presi- 
dent Taft. The report was that H. Per- 
cival Dodge, whom Mr. 
succeed as Minister to Morocco, was in 
turn to succeed Mr. Stutesman. After 
announcing that Mr. Stutesman’s resigna- 
tion becomes effective July 12, the state- 
ment adds: 

‘‘“Mr. Stutesman is at present on leave 
of absence in the United States, and has 
decided that for family and business rea- 
sons it will be impossible: for him to re- 
turn to Bolivia. It is Mr. Stutesman’s

prohibition of bombardment of that town. 
The State Department hoids that his ac- 
tion in this, and, indeed, in ail other par- 
ticulars, was correct, and upholds him at 
every point. It is said there is ample 
precedent for prohibiting the bombard- 
ment of un@ortified ports, particulariy 
wiere American interests are involved, 
and reference is made to the action of 
the captain of the British gunboat Scylla 
ins forbidding the bombardment of Grey- 
town, though in that case his action re- 
cdounded to the benefit of Madriz. 

Next Madriz protests against the Amer- 
ican note declaring his blockade of Blue- 
fields non-effective against American 
ships and goods. On that point the State 
Department is prepared to renew its dec- 
laration that it acted strictly within the 
line of precedent and sound international! 
law in refusing to recognize the rignt of 
the Venus to act as a blockading ship, in 
view of the fact that she was outfitted 
and departed from New Orleans through 
deceit, notwithstanding the Madriz de- 
nial. 

Altogether it cannot be said that either 
President Madriz’s protest or the note 
which the State Department is preparing 
in reply, will in any degree tend to re- 
Store peace in Nicaragua by a termina- 
tion of the existing conditions.

Conference Report Goes Through, 
50 to 11, Seven Democrats 
Voting with Republicans. 


POSTAL BANKS COME NEXT 











Insurgents Join with Democrats 
Opposition to the Acceptance 
of the House Bill.

WASHINGTON, June 17.—The Senate 
to-day by a vote of 50 to 11 adopted the 
conference report on the Railroad bill. 
Immediately following the vote the Postal 
Savings Bank bill was made the unfin- 
ished business of the Senate and that 
measure will be taken up to-morrow after- 
noon. 

Every Republican present voted for the 
adoption of the railroad report, as did 
seven Democrats. They were Chamber- 
lain of Oregon, Clay of Georgia, Mc- 
Enery of Louisiana, Simmons and Over- 
man Of North Carolina, Stone of Missou- 
ri, and Taylor of Kentucky. Most of 
them when the original bill passed the 
Senate explained their votes on _ the 
ground that they did not consider the 
organization of the Court of Commerce 
unconstitutional and believed there way 
more of good than of evil in the bill. 

Mr. Borah of Idaho made the most im- 
portant of the insurgent speeches in crit- 
icism of the report.

PHIT.ADELPHIA, June 17.—A mutiny 
on board the British steamship Highland 
Monarch, outward bound for Auckland, 
New Zealand, followed by a dash for lib- 
erty by a dozen Chinese members of the 
crew, resulted in the drowning to-day of 
four.

GIRL WASN'T HURT 


Passengers at 72d Street Horri- 
‘fied When Miss Hardcastle 
Leaps on Tracks. 
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WON’T TELL WHY SHE DID IT 





Two Cars Passed Over Importer's 
Daughter—Crowd Accused Rough 
Rider of Pushing Her. 





Just as Motorman H. E. Bleecker was 
taking a southbound express train into 
the Subway station at Seventy-second 
Street yesterday about noon he saw a 
young girl fall from the platform just in 
front of the train. Bleecker immediately 
applied the brakes and reversed the power, 
but two cars passed over the girl’s body 
before the train came to a stop. Then 
/Bleecker and Thomas Meehan, the con- 
ductor, jumped from the train and ran 
back, expecting to find the girl dead. 

She was lying, face downward, between 
the rails under the third car, not in the 
least injured. When the cars were un- 
coupled and the girl was pulled out her 
dress was found to be covered with dirt, 
but she had not been hurt in ‘any other 
way. She was held in the station until 
Dr. Knapp of Flower Hospital arrived, 
and when he said that there was noth- 
ing the matter with her she was taken 
‘o the West Sixty-eighth Street Police 
Station by Policeman Harting, 

She was handsomely dressed in a tan 
pongee suit, with a straw hat and a black 
veil, and she told the Lieutenant imme- 
diately that she was Edith Hardcastle of 
the Hotel Regent, Seventieth Street and 
Broadway. Communication with the. ho- 
tel brought the young lady’s brother very 
quickly to the station, and later her 
father. 

After the charge of attempted suicide 
had been made, Miss Hardcastle was 
asked by Lieut. Hayes the treason for 
her attempt to end her life. To this she 
is said to have replied: 

“I don’t know. I must have been silly.”’ 

She was put in charge of Matren Smith, 
and to the latter she is aileged .o have 
said, “‘I didn’t try to die. I was simply 
vushed off the platform.’’ 

INO reasens were given for the young 
woman's act by her or the members of 
the family. It was said that she had told 
her mother soon before leaving the hotel 
that she was going shopping. In twenty 
minutes word reached the hote] that she 
wes in the police station. 

The brother appeared first, and he com- 
municated immediately with his father, 
who presenily came“to the station in a 
very agitated frame of mind. ‘He is an 
importer. 

Together with Policeman Harting the 
girl, her brother and father left the police 
station at 2 o'clock, and, getting Into a 
taxicab. 'were driven to the West Fifty- 
fourth Street Court, where the case was 
called before Magistrate Harris. 

The Magistrate asked Mr. Hardcastle if 
the girl had been ill, and advised him 
to put her at once under the care of a 
physician. Mr. Hardcastle replied that 
he would send her on a trip to Europe 
immediately. The prisoner was at once 
discharged, and in company with her 
father and brother returned to the Hotel 
Regent. 

One of the spectators of Miss Hard- 
castle’s adventure was Edwin Emerson, a 
Rough Rider in the city to welcome Roose- 
velt. As he saw her fall, he lunged for- 
ward to catch her, and a few moments 
later was startled to hear a number of 
people in the crowd cesing out that he had 
shoved her onto the tracks.

HARM IN HIGH LOCAL FARES.

It would be far more advisable 
to increase through passenger rates, or 
paovenger rates for distances extending 
eyond reasonable commutation circles of 
travel, or even freight rales, than to 
strike at a definite, tixed, and growing 
set of passengers, to whom such an in- 
crease must be acute, burdensome, ard 
disturbing, affecting. in many instances, 
their entire mode of life. 


‘‘Furthermore it should be noted that! 


if the effect of regulation by Public 
Service Commissions and of the insist- 
ence for improved service is simply to 
result in increased freight and passenger 
rates, by which such added expense is 
to be thrown upen the public instead 
of the stockholders owning stock, in 
many instances watered, the functions 
ef Public Service Commissions will have 
largely disappeared. Experience shows 
that where corporations are allowed to 
nerease charges, by reason of additional 
taxes or other requirements placed upon 
them, the increase adopted will cover not 
only such additional charges, but a sub- 
stantial profit to the company.’”’

WITHHOLD RECORDS 


Names of Accident Victims Must 
Be Given to the Public, the 
Court Holds. 








AIDS ACCIDENT LAWYERS 





Attorney Who Was Arrested for Tip: 
ping an Employe to Get Information 
Is Freed by Justice Erlanger. 





The efforts of public service corpora- 
tions to suppress news in public hospitals 
and to prevent damage suits by intimidat- 
ing lawyers 
day from Supreme Court Justice Erlan- 
ger, who sustained a writ of habeas cor- 
pus in behalf of Jacob Klein, a lawyer, 
who was held by Magistrate Barlow on 
the charge of violating the anti-tipping 
law. 

Klein, when investigating an accident 
case, Was confronted with a rule of a hos- 
pital that employes must give no informa- 
tion. Justice Erlanger holds that this in- 
formation is a public record and must not 
be withheld. Klein was accused of yield- 
ing to necessity in giving a gratuity to get 
the information he sought. The scheme 
to send Klein to jail under the “ anti- 
tipping’ statute is thus criticised by 
Justice Erlanger: 

“The statute has no relation to an 
eleemosynary institution, in which the 
Servant to whom the gratuity is offered 
could not contract for goods or labor on 
its behalf. It clearly does not relate to 
securing information respecting a public 
record with regard to which the only 
complaint is that the servant violated a 
regulation of the institution. 

“To divulge the names of persons in- 
jured through accidents who are inmates 
of a hospital cannot in the remotest de- 
gree tend to dishonesty or fasten upon 
the hospital contracts for materials or 
labor, nor can it influence the action 
the servant in relation his master’s 
business. The acts charged do not come 
within the purview of the statute, 
within the letter or the spirit.’ 

The decision caused yesterday comment 
in view of the fact that recently two phy- 
sicilans were dismissed from Bellevue Hos- 
pital staff for announcing that the staff 
was dissatisfied with the food provided. 

During the graft investigations at Belle- 
vue, which led to the dismissal of a 
bookkeeper for falsifying accounts, the 
chief employes of Bellevue Hospital evad- 
ed discussing the case by pleading that 
the rules of the hospital prohibited them 
from speaking.

is an unlawful encroachment. It has long 
constituted a serious menace to life and a 
detriment to business and property inter- 
ests, and the urgent need of prompt relief 
is recognized in all quarters. 

The board decided to hold the budget 
exhibit next Fall which the Bureau of 


Municipal Research has been advocating 
for some time. This will be in the form 
of a public exhibition similar to the 
“Chamber of Horrors,’’ which was a 
feature of the last campaign. 

The board authorized the Controller, 
President of the Aldermen, and Commis- 
Sioner of Accounts Fosdick to conduct a 
thorough investigation of the system of 
distributing city funds to charitable in- 
Stitutions.

He resigned a few 
days ago to become Supervisor of Ambu- 
lance Service, but the appointment was 
held up by the Civil Service Commission 
on -the ground that it had not yet de- 
cided whether it would include the posi- 
tion in the competitive class. Charges 
against Dr. Potter then were filed with 
the Mayor by the Controller, and the 

atter was turned over to Commissioner 
Fosdick for investigation.

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MR. ROOSEVELT’S RETURN. 

New York's welcome to the return- 
ing ex-President of the United States 
will fitly represent the feeling of the 
whole country for its most illustrious 
citizen. Whatever of political purpose 
may underlie the great civic: demon- 
stration, there is no doubt of the sin- 
cerity of the public’s esteem and affec- 
tien for Mr. Roosrvet.t, which it will 
so vociferously demonstrate. His com- 
patriots. are not all of one mind as to 
his ability as a constructive statesman, 
and the value of his services to the 
Nation. But while his faults are often 
obvious, his merits are equally clear, 
and they are of a kind that appeals 
@trongly to the-sentiment of the Ameri- 
ean multitude. It has become a some- 
what common saying that his skill as 
a self-advertiser is prodigious, that he 
has the knack of keeping himself in 
the public eye. But common sayings 
are not always strictly true. Skillful 
self-advertisers infrequently command 
the respect of their fellow-men, how- 
ever much attention they may contrive 
to secure. 

As for the publicity accorded the 
world over to every act and utterance 
of the ex-President, it is only fair to 
gay that he has aone much more for 
the newspaper press than the press has 
eveg; done for him. He is the most 
alewt, interesting, and conspicuous pri- 
vate <4tizen in the world to-day. He is 
accounted by many the. greatest man 
of his era in this country, by*some en- 
thusiasts the. greatest in its history, 
and he has won this superlative meas- 
ure of esteem, not by any deliberate 
bid for public approval, not by craftily 
ministering to supposed popular preju- 
dices, hut by his broad humanity, his 
unquestionable patriotism, the whole- 
some cleanliness of his life, his mental 
as well as physical vigor, and-his cour- 
age. Few can. help sharing to-day in 
the enthusiasm of his welcome. 

Mr. RoosEvVELtT has been absent near- 
ly sixteen. months. Much of this time 
was spent in the African wilds amid 
the rigors of primitive life which few of 
his fellow-citizens would care to en- 
counter. He has since been received 
with tremendous acclaim in nearly 
every European State, and, unlike most 
travelers, has been giving rather than 
receiving impressions. His utterances 
have been eagerly heard and widely re- 
ported. The small amount of hostile 
criticism, of equally small importance, 
inspired by his impulsive speaking has 
been lost in a great chorus of praise. 
Academic and civic honors have been 
showered upon him, and, although he 
has borne himself always as the plain 
American citizen, he has received the 
tribute generally paid in Europe only to 
royalty. No other citizen of this Re- 
public has ever caused such a furor 
abroad. Yet except-for a few startling 
sentences in his speeches at Cairo and 
at the Guildhall in London, he has ex- 
pressed only those ideas of human 
progress and. the requirements of mod- 
ern civilization he has often expressed 
before, and has been, in every aspect, 
the RooseveLT we have known so long. 

Politics, as we have said,. plays but 
an insignificant part in his reception 
to-day. The programme of the cere- 
mony has been in preparation a long 
time, to be sure. But the enthusiasm 
displayed will not be of the quality that 
can be artificially stimulated. .We 
must take it asa spontaneous outpour- 
ing of popular feeling. His future ih- 





iy fimence in state affairs is undoubtedly 


held in apprehension by many Ameri- 
cans as patriotic as Mr. RoosmvELtT. 
But no misgivings will dampen the ar- 
dor of his welcome.

There will then be-such confi- 
dence in railway securities as invest- 
ments that there will be a universal 
demand that a billion dollars of taxes 
shall be expended annually . in supply- 
ing the additions to the transportation 
facilities which the country must have 
unless its industries are to be strangled. 
If justice were done to the railways 
they might supply these facilities, and 
make something above the cost—which 
is abhorrent. If justice were forced 
from the railways, and they were com- 
pelled to do exactly what Senator. La 
FoLLETTE wants now, or can think ‘of 
hereafter, then no man would be with- 
out a job, and the price of everything 
would fall, instead of rising in the 
manner characteristic of periods -in 
which railway dividends are rising. It 
is in these periods-that demands. arise, 
as at present, for justice from the rail- 
ways. These periods alternate with 
other periods in-which the demand is 
for justice to the railways. In these 


latter periods commodities are cheap 


enough to please all-who are able to 
buy them, and the savings banks raise 
their rates on all the deposits which 
they are able to get. The demands for 
justice from the railways come when 
the savings banks are reducing their 
rate of interest because their deposits 
are embarrassingly large. ‘Those are 
the times which Congress is laboring to 
bring back. President ROOSEVELT 
made a pretty good attempt in 1907, 
but President Tarr is substituting 
deeds for words, and may yet make a 
better job of it. 





CHAMPLAIN’S MONUMENTS. 

The Vermont Tercentenary Commis- 
sion was as sarcastic as was pariia- 
mentary regarding the proposal on be- 
half of New York to place the monu- 
ment to the discoverer of Lake Cham- 
plain where it would be a sideshow to 
That idea having been 
reconsidered, the Vermont Commis- 
sioners urbanely co-operate in placing 
the monument upon the site selected by 
the second and better thought of the 
New York Commission. Vermont will 
contribute all its funds to an allotment 
from the funds in the hands of the New 
York Commissioners, and the main 
monument will be placed so as to beau- 
tify the park containing the ruins of 
Fort St. Frederick and Fort Amherst. 
The result of this combination of funds 
is that there probably will be enough 
left over to erect a second smaller mon- 
ument somewhere. 

The placing of this monument, which 
will. become a historic landmark to en- 


hance the interest of forts already his-. 


toric, is a happy thought, and the ac- 
tion of the Vermont Commissioners in 
allowing it to be erected upon New 
York soil with the aid of Vermont 
money is worthy of recognition. Espe- 
cially agreeable is it to remark that the 
Vermonters in general take @ broad- 
minded view of the matter. The Ben- 
nington Banner, for example, remarks 
that the site at Crown Point is just as 
approachable from one State as from 
the other, and ts where a friend in one 
State could almost shake hands with a 
friend in.the other State. The historic 
fitness of the site, and the co-operation 
which will result in the creation of a 
new beauty spot, unite to explain the 
selection which the action of Vermont’s 
representatives has made possible. The 
monument must for these reasons be on 
New York soil, but Vermont has taken 
action which enhances the sentiment of 
the monument both to New York and to 
itself. 


PRESIDENT HADLEY’S DEMOCRACY. 

In an article in the Century Maga- 
zine for June President Hap.Ley of Yale 
says the true American college democ- 
racy, about which something has been 
heard recently, is quite antagonistic to 
the idea that every one shall have an 
equal share in the offices and emolu- 
ments of society. Moreover, he thinks 
this hostility entirely justified. Presi- 
dent Hap.Ley. stands positively for that 
college democracy, or, he prefers, be- 
cause of the clearer understanding of 
the term, that republicanism which as 
nearly as possible insures equal oppor- 
tunity for all—and may the best man 
win. This is the democracy which he 
says is exemplified at Yale and most 








other American colleges, and though. 


wholly opposed to the communist ideal 
of democracy, in his opinion is after all 
the only just demecracy. It gives all 
to. the worker in proportion to his ef- 
fort, ability, and the.character of his 
work; to the man sulking in his tent 
it gives nothing. 

President HapLEey sees American col- 
lege life as a great complex race. All 
contestants toe the same starting\line. 
If any contestant lies down, refusing to 
make the effort, he gets little either of 
help or of sympathy. If he tries hard 
and fails, he is respected and encour- 
aged to try again. .If he runs ahead of 
his fellows, proving his capacity for 
leadership and evincing his determina- 
tion to use his powers for public ends 
as distinct from those personal and 
‘selfish, he receives honors, authority, 


and leadership unstintedly as his sm 


portion. 

This President Hapiey conceives to 
be the ethics of the parable of the ten 
talents, however . unfortunately , con- 
trary it may be to the ideas of a great

THE “WRECK OF THE MAINE. 
Sacrilege to the bodies of. our own 
brave men. entombed for twelve years 
in the ship’s hold is inyolved in the 
suggestion that the ‘sunken wreck of 
the Maine be cleared from Havana 
‘Harbor by the use of dynamite. On 
every ground of decency and humanity 
the wreck should be raised intact. 
-The hulk. is a menace to navigation 
in the Cuhan -harbor.. Originally the 
bill. .providing for its removal appro- 
priated $500,000, the amount Gen. Mar- 


construct: cofferdams around the wreck, 
to remove the bodies of the dead 
sailors. for burial in National ceme- 
teries. It was cut down to $100,000. 
The Spanish commission that: reported 
upon the disaster was prevented, out of 
respect for extra-territoriality’ of for- 
eign vessels, from inspecting the wreck. 
The American naval board of inquiry 
reported, after examination by divers, 
that. the forward keel must have been 
blown through the body of the ship by 
an external explosion.. Hence the con- 
viction in the minds of the American 
people, preceding the outbreak of the 
Spanish war, that somebody in Havana 
}which two officers and 264 men were 
killed or drowned and 60 were taken 
from the wreck injured. 

If any doubt remains in any American 
minds as to the cause of the wreck, it 
would be removed and the question 
conclusively settled by the construction 
of a cofferdam and the raising of the 
remains of the vessel. That method of 
removal is made imperative, too, by the 
necessity of.treating the dead with re- 
spect. -The country would listen with 
no patience to the suggestion that the 
wreck of the Maine be removed by the 
use of dynamite.

THE WIDOW’S DIARY. 

A widow in Chicago has just received 
nearly $200,000 in the settlement, out 
of court, of her husband’s estate, which 
she would not have. received if she had 
not prudently kept a diary during 
her married life. Her stepdaughters 
claimed the estate, and seemed in a 
fair way to get it, until the diary ap- 
peared in court. The “intimate chron- 
icle ’ was not read, and it is understood 
that the widow gets the money on the 
condition that the diary shall be de- 
stroyed. This illustrates anew the 
great value of a carefully kept diary. 
The wonder is thet so few persons have 
the patience to jot down privately the 
family secrets as they take form day 
by day, for, apart from their impor- 
tance as evidence in such a case as this, 
there is no-kind of literature so profit- 
able, so eagerly read. A frank diary 
is a yeritable heirloom. Almost any- 
\body, however small, relatively, - his 
worldly importance may be, can keep 
one, with the exercise of a little zeal 
and industry, that would make a “ best 
seller” after his death, and enrich his 
heirs. 

Of course, if one person can keep a 
diary another can. The “tabs” and 
counter-tabs might nullify each other as 
evidence, like the ciphers in an arith- 
metical sum. The Chicago stepdaugh- 
ters. might have carried through their 
claim successfully if.they, too, had kept 
diaries. But this doesgnot weaken the 
argument in favor of keeping diaries, 
by any means. 





ACTUAL RESTRAINT OF TRADE. 

One of the manufacturers of shirt- 
waists whose business was ruined by 
the protracted strike of the young wo- 
men employed in that industry has 
brought a suit for money damages 
against the woman suffragists and 
promoters of social uplift who inter- 
fered in the strike, gave aid and com- 
fort to the strikers, and encouraged 
them to hold out. The merits of this 
particular action concern chiefly the 
parties to it. The principles involved 
are of the widest general interest. 

The action is brought under the anti- 
trust law. It involves the application 
of the provisions of that statute forbid- 
ding combinations in restraint of trade. 
The Supreme Court has held that, in 
cases of this nature, it was not neces- 
sary to prove an actual and substantial 
restraint of trade. It is enough to show 
that the parties to the combination 
have by a union of interests acquired 
the power to restrain trade. That was 
the ruling in’ the Northern Securities 
case. Now in the shirtwaist case it is 
obvious that we see presented the “ real 
thing ’” in restraint. of. trade. In. the 
legal sense this restraint -is sometimes 
a little difficult: for. thé layman. to un- 
derstand. But. the shirtwaist maker’s 
business, he alleges, was entirely de- 
stroyed. This is no’ remote, vague, 
shadowy, .second aoristic restraint, it 
is the actual destruction of a business. 
Certainly restraint could go no further. 
But the. question’ will arise whether, 
although restraint is proved, it was ef- 
fected by an unlawful combination. 
The ladies against whom this action is 
brought. are of high social standing, of 
education, and of great influence in this 
community in matters pertaining to the 
interests of their sex. .; probable 
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were naturally: encouraged a the in. 


terest shown in their affairs by wo- 


men ‘of a different station in life, and 


by the efforts of these women to make 
the strike successful. When the strikers 
‘were arrested for picketing, their suffra- 
‘gist allies denounced the arrests as an 
outrage, and themselves took part in 
that work. The strikers held out for the 
‘principle of the ‘‘ union shop,” that is, 
the shop closed against all save union 
They endeavored to dissuade 
others from taking their places, and in 
this endeavor they had the help of their 
fashionable allies. 

Heavy money damages were awarded 


‘to the hat manufacturers. of Danbury 


against the Hatters’ Union, who had 
boycotted their product and thus caused 
them heavy. loss, That case established 
the principle that the boycott is illegal. 
In this case the question will arise 
whether it is unlawful to give direct 
afd and encouragement to strikers who 
seek to succeed by preventing others 
from taking the places they have aban- 
doned. Restraint of trade in respect to 
a commodity entering into inter-State 
commerce having been proved, it will 
then remain to show that the restrain- 
ers were acting in violation of law. 
Employers everywhere will be interest- 
ed in the result of the action.

it Should not have been open to misinter- 
pretation, any more than should anything 
else that appears in @ newspaper. We 
sincérely regret the pain that was given 
and. apologize for the @luriisiness dis- 
played, but surely no member of the Na- 
tional Guard can sincerely think that we 
wanted or intended to bring discredit 
upon that admirable organization or to 
criticise it unfairly. 

Our correspondents inform us that the 
objection of the militiamen: to parading 
on the Fourth of July is not due to their 
failure to view military service less seri- 
ously or with less interest than it de- 
serves, but to estimating it at its true 
value and a consequent dislike for using 
the regiments for merely spectacular pur- 
poses. The Guardsmen, we are told, do 
not recoil from the doing of hard work 
and a lot of it, provided only it is work 
conducive to soldierly training and effi- 
ciency, but that they cannot see the sense 
in undergoing the tolls and risks inci- 
dental to a long march on a hot day for 
no other reward than the languid cheers 
of a holiday crowd. 

We accept these statements as true, as 
well as the one that high military authori- 
ties agree as to the slight direct utility of 
such parades, but we cannot help think- 
ing that there would be indirect advan- 
tages of no little consequence to be de- 
rived from visible and willing participa- 
tion by the Guardsmen in the formal 
ceremonies of Independence Day. De- 
served public recognition of the militia 
can hardly be secured by armory drills 
and Summer encampments and manoeu- 
vres in remote rural districts, for these 
things the people do not see, and reading 
about them makes little impression. Ur- 
ban parades are not regarded as useless 
in Europe, judging from the number 
of them that take place, and not a Con- 
tinental country has a holiday with which 
military display is more congruous than 
is our Fourth of July.

FLYING WEATHER. 


Theory That Damp Air ts Better for 
Aviators Than Dry. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The. remarkable feats which have recently 
been performed by Hamilton and Curtiss and 
other aviators have Jed the public to scru- 
tinize with the greatest care the account of 
the various flights as given by the aviators 
themselves. We are all most interested to under- 
stand the true conditions which are being de- 
veloped in the art of flying, and certain phe- 
nomena which the aviators have observed seem 
not to agree with the facts. 

The statement has appeared a number of 
times recently that the aviators have found 
their machines subject to better support from 
the atmosphere in damp weather than in dry 
weather, and it has been explained by them 
and by others that this increased “buoyancy 
was due to the fact that moist air was heavier 
than dry air, As this appears to be the pre- 
vailing idea of the public generally, and as this 
statement has appeared in your own columns, 
I would like to call your attention to the fact 
that in reality moist air is lighter than dry 
air. If you will refer to any tables of the 
weights of air and saturated mixture of air 
and vapors you will see that in all cases the 
mixture of air and saturated vapor of water 
weighs lesa per cubic foot than does dry air. 
For instance, at 62 degrees Fahrenheit 1 cubic 
foot of dry air weighs .0761 pounds, while the 
weight of a cubic foot of a saturated mixture 
of air and vapor of water weighs. .075581 
pounds. The fact that smoke and steam rise 
rapidly in dry air and hang low when the air is 
wet is the most obvious proof of the above fact. 

It is. not unlikely, however, that adroplanes 
may actually be more buyoant in moist air 
than in dry air, and if this is the case it may 
be due to some other causes, the understanding 
of which would be very interesting to -your 
readers. ALEXANDER DOW.

The Environmental Influences Upon 
Mr. Gienn H. Curtiss. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your editorial article in Monday’s issue, 
“It’s the Man That Counts,’* and Mayor Gay- 
nor’s remarks, which I heard, made, that the 
triumph of Glenn Curtiss was due -to the 
bucolic environment of Hammondsport, N.. Y., 
fail to mention the real-underlying cause for 
his great achievement. This cause was the 
necessity of his nativity. 

Hammondsport is situate at the head of 
Lake Keuka, and, in earlier days, by reason 
of the digging of the Lake Keuka and Seneca 
Lake Canal (1829-1831) from Penn Yan to 
Dresden, was one of the main ports in Western 
New York for grain and lumber destined for 
Albany and New York City. It remained such 
for years—until the branch of the Erie Rail- 
road was constructed from Corning to Roches- 
ter. Grain and other produce formerly going by 
water from Hammondsport to New York, com- 
menced to,go by the Erie Railroad, the im- 
portance of the Lake Keuka Canal diminished, 
and the canal was abandoned in 1876. Then a 
local railroad was constructed from Ham- 
mondsport to connect with the Erie at Bath. 
This railroad did not come up to the expecta- 
tions of the inhabitants. Necessity demanded 
quicker transportation. . 

Curtiss, who was then tn his cradle, soon 
eaw the necessity. He grew up and built a 
motor cycle on which, in. Florida, he rode a 
mile in 0:26 2-5. That was too fast for the 
roads in Western New York. He then built 
his aeroplane, which needs neither water nor 
roads, and has shown his fellow-townsmen 
with bucolic environment that a Moses was 
born within their gates. |

The death on Thursday at his home in 
Brooklyn of Charles Trippe, Superintend- 
ent in this city of the Anglo-American 
Telegraph Company, is sincerely regretted 


and by many Americans as well. In @ 
quiet and unostentatious way Mr. Trippe, 
during the many years in which he man- 
aged the office of the Anglo-American 
Company here, did a great deal in the 
eause of friendship between the United 
States and Great Britain. 

Correspcndents of London newspapers 
in this city were surprised and shocked 
yesterday to read of Mr. Trippe’s death. 
He was at his office, seemingly as robust 
a8 ever, only a few days ago, .and had 
a long talk with a London journalist, 
telling of his last visit to Europe and 
of how he had iooked up some relatives 
in Switzerland. 

*“I.may never have the chance to see 
them again,” Mr. Trippe said, “for I 
am getting to be an old man.”’ 

Nobody has ever been more helpful to 
London correspondents in New York than 
Mr. Trippe. Everything he could do for 
them he did, willingly and cheerfully. It. 
did not matter if many words or few were 
to be telegraphed. If, by putting in a 
special wire or sending an expert operator 
he could help the quick dispatch of an 
important message he would do it, what- 
ever trouble it cost him. 

And he had a delightful old English way 
of deing things. There was none of the 
rush in that little private office of his 
in Broad Street which one usually finds 
in the office of the manager of a big con- 
cern In his efforts’ to help the patrons 
of his company he did things which are 
now often considered quite out of date, 
but which were charming. 

He used, I believe, to go “home” every 
‘wo years for six or eight weeks, and he 
grcatly enjoyed these holidays. but never- 
theless he was an admirer of America and 
American institutions, and often spoke 
of the necessity of England adopting some 
of the American methods if she were not 
to be outdistanced. 

He was a splendid specimen of a disap-

To Restore the Parish Ciurch of 
Ovoca Visited by Tourists. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

An article appeared in the magazine section 
of your issue of May 29, reporting an inter- 
view with the Rev. J. M. Robinson of Ovoca, 
Wicklin County, Ireland. 

In his appeal published in The Churchman 
of May 28 Mr. Robinson Says: ‘‘ Ovoca is made 
famous the whole world over by Thomas Moore 
as ‘the vale in whose bosom the bright waters 
meet.’ We suffered under disendowment, we 
suffered in the mines’ failure; and now, after 
trying to keep our heads above water, we have 
suffered, most of all, by the consequences of 
the Land Purchase act, which has made land- 
lords give up their property and their subscrip- 
tions to the Church. My parish is thus prac- 
tically ruined and the work of God hindered, 
if not altogether — if we do not get out- 
side help. 

“The parish shtrch of Ovoca occupies such a 
public position, and especially with the Ameri- 
can tourists who come over, that to let it go 
down would be a lasting disgrace. Six miles 
from my rectory, up at Conary Mountain, just 
opposite Mr. Parnell’s late house, I have another 
church and school. I get. no income from it— 
the place is wretchedly poor. There is now not 
one penny. to maintain it, I rebuilt the church 
when it went into ruins. I built the school. [I 
built the residence fcr the teacher. [ got all 
the’ land conveyed to_the Church—the building 
being difficult work and hard to be acccmplished 
in such a wild place—and, after laboring for 
twenty-five long and arduous years, it is very 
hard lines to be left perfectly helpless, without 
ény income.’’ 

Mr. Robinson comes here indorsed by his 
Irish Bishop, and has been most kindly wel- 
comed by the clergy in New York, and, as I 
have the pleasure of his personal acquaintance 
and know about his family, I am especially 
interested in the cause which he advocates, and 
naturally hope that his touching story (which is 
not 1n any degree exaggerated) may appeal to 
the hearts of many of your readers, 

I am not without hope that, 
community, where immense wealth is con- 
spicuous, as well as much generosity, there 
may be those who will gladly give a helping 
hand, and sénd this good-hearted, capable, and 
overworked clergyman back to his parish with 
a light heart, and with su a fund as will 
enable him at least to carry out his schemes 


and realize his hopes. _And he certainly should 
have a curate. 

I have already informed Mr. Robinson of 
my willingness to contribute $300, as I am 
certain it is money, well spent, and will help 
those who are in need ae help and deserve it.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Buying newspaper space appears to be 
the latest method of opposing a popular 
movement. Within a few weeks three 
enormous advertiseménts, by: a so-called 
“League for Medical Freedom,’ have ap- 
peared in newspapers “throughout . the 
country urging people to write.their Con- 
gressmen in protest against.the Gwen bill 
for -a National Department. of Health. 
Much to the amusement of Congressmen 
these advertisements have resultéd in 
numerous telegrams, based. on the,absurd 
idea that the Owen bill eims to regulate 
the practice of medicine. 

The result may be.to aid, rather than 
hinder, the progress of the heaith move- 
ment. Already editorial] articles—such as 
that which recently appeared in TH 
NEw YorRK TimEes—resent the buncom 
of these advertisements. 

As President of the Commalting of ‘Ons 
Hundred on National Health, which was 
challenged in these advertisements, J 
wish to emphasize the following facts:, 

First—As the inclosed bulletin of the 
Committee of One Hundred indicates, the 
real strength of the opposition evidently 
comes from commercial interests, stich 
as the quack medicine interests and -oth- 


ders who have reason to fear the Pure 


Food and Drugs act. While Christian 
Scientists and other “ drugless” ‘cul 
are denouncing drug doctors and denounc~ 
ing a ‘‘ medical trust” which does nog 
exist, these cults are themselves playing 
into the hands of a drug trust which does 
exist. ; 

Second—Under our Constitution the Fed 
eral Government could not, if it would, 
regulate the practice of medicine... 

Third—The Owen bill contains no prea 
visions aiming to regulate. the practice of 
medicine. 

Fourth—Section 8 in the Owen bill, the 
section authorizing the establishment--of 
‘“‘chemical, biological, and other: stand- 
ards,’’ has been eliminated entirely from 
the bill, although only a heated imagina- 
tion could have construed this section as 
attempting to regulate the practice of 
medicine. 

Fifth—Senator Owen did not prepare. his 
bill at the instance either of the Americam 
Medical Association or of the Committee 
of One Hundred on National Health, It 
is true, however, that the American.Med- 
ical Association and the Committee “of 
One Hundred heartily indorse the bill in 
preference to any of the other numerous 
health bills now before Congress. 

Sixth—The Committee of One Hundred 
on National Health is not-a medical or- 
ganization. It did not originate with: the 
American Medical “Association, but’ with 
the American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. It is’ allied with 
the American Medical Association-only in 
the same sense that it is allied with labor 
organizations,- farmer organizations, life 
insurance companies, and various : ‘other 
agencies which are working to improve 
public health. 

Seventh—While opposed to fraudulent 
quackery, which is always imposing 
“fake’’ medicines and cure-alls on the 
public, the Committee of One Hundred on 
National Health is not devoted to any 
particular school of medicine to the ex- 
clusion of others. Curiously enough, it 
was a Christian Scientist who moved the 
appointment of the Committee of One 
Hundred. Many members of our com- 
mittee have been noted for their inde- 
pendence of conventional medicine, among 
them being ex-President Eliot of Harvard 
University, William H. Allen, Mr. Bok, 
editor of the Ladies’ Home Journal; 
Horace Fletcher, Dr. Luther H. Gulick, 
President G. Stanley Hall, Mrs. John B. 
Henderson, Dr. J. H. Kellogg, S&S. 8S. Mc- 
Chure of McClure’s Magazine, Dr. Rich- 
ard C. Newton, who has_called attention 
to some merits in osteopathy, and Nathan 
Straus. I may add that in my report on 
“‘ National Vitality”’’ to President Roose- 
velt I put myself. on record as favoring 
“medical freedom.’ -I can indorse ‘al- 
most all.of the position on. that subject 
taken by Mr. Flower. 

Kighth—A Department of Heglth “In 
America like the Department of Health 
in Germany or anywhere else will have 
better things to do than regulate the prac- 
tice of medicine. It will regulate the 
misbranding of foods and drugs, (there's 
the rub!) the pollution of streams, the 
inspection of meats and quarantine, and 
will obtain and distribute information in 
regard to health of human beings just’ as ° 
the Department of Agriculture does in re- 
gard to the health of hogs and cattle, 
When the ‘“ League for Medical Free- 
dom ”’ suddenly appeared on the horizon 
our movement had encountered substan- 
tially no opposition except among quacks 
and quack medicine proprietors. On~-the 
other hand, our movement has the sup- 
porg of the President, of both political 
parties, as expressed in their platforms, 
of scientific, philanthropic, medical, and 
labor organizations and the grangeés, .as 
well as of the life insurance companies, 
of Dr. H. W. Wiley of the Buteay of 
Chemistry, and of General Walter Wyman 
of the Public Health’ and Marine How- 
pital Service, The general public will 
find it hard to believe that these indorse- 
ments, especially the hearty indorsement 
of the life insurance’ companies, can be 
in the interests of a ‘‘ medical trust.”

BIG DEMAND FOR AEROPLANES.

Build Them, Says a Union Agent. 


t was reported yesterday by M. T. Ney-

AERO CLUB AND THE WRIGHTS. 


Law Committee Will Explain its Po- 








sition In View of Injunction Dismissal. 


The Law Committee of the Aero Club 
of America is preparing a statement on 


the club’s attitude in relation to the 
Wright patents. The exact position of 
the club has never been understood, and 
many requests have been received by the 
club to define itg position. At a meeting 
of the Board of Governors at the Law- 
yers’ Club yesterday it was agreed to 
instruct the Law Committee to explain 
fully the removal of the Wright injunc- 
tion and what effect it has in relation 
to the agreement between the Aero Club 
of America and the Wright brothers. 

The failure to select the location on 
Long Island for the international aviation 
meet, the latter part of November, has 
caused considerable comment in the aero- 
nautic world, and the fear that the 
Wrights would dominate the meeting has 
stirred up considerable opposition. The 
club is anxious to make the affair the 
biggest of its kind ever held, but to do 
this it will be necessary to invite all the 
leading aviators in Europe. The Finance 
Committee is raising a fund of $200,000 
for this purpose, and it is expected that 
the site for the meet will be announced 
shortly. 

The conference at thé Aero Club rooms 
on June 22 to effect the permanent or- 
ganization of the American Aeronautic 
Association will be held in the morning, 
when it is expected that delegates from 
fully thirty clubs will be in attendance. 
This will be followed by a meeting of 
the Aero Club of America later in the 
day. 


WRIGHTS TO FLY IN ILLINOIS. 


Will Make Flights In Aurora on July 
2, 3, and 4 and Receive $5,000. 


AURORA, Ill, June 17.—The Wright 
brothers, aviators, are to make their first 
aeroplane flights in Illinois as the main 
feature of a big home-coming celebra- 
tion in Aurora on July 2, 3, and 4. It will 
be the first time a Wright machine has 
been brought into the State for flights.

Passengers Are Held Up for 
Hours and Loeb Makes ah 
Investigation. 





FOUR SHIPS DOCK AT ONCE 





Only an Indication of What May Be 
Expected When the Tide of Travel 
Turns This Way, It Js Said, 





'A foretaste of conditions on the steam- 
ship piers, which are sure to attend the 
rush of transatlantic travel when the 
tide turns this way; unless the number 
of Appralser’s examiners is doubled, took 
place on Sunday, when four big liners 
landed their passengers simultaneously. 
So great was the delay owing to the’ 
shortage of examiners that somie passen- 
gers were held on the piers for hours. 
This was called to the attention of Col- 
lector William Loeb, and he yesterday 
called for and received reports from each 
pier. 

The Collector has been urged, ft is said, 
by the heads of the examiners and bag- 
Sage examination department to increase 
at once the number of examiners on bag- 
gage duty, and warned that if this\s not 
done when the rush home from abroad 
begins there will be a state of congestion 
that will bring about endless delay and 
complaint. 

Already it is said the minimum force 
of appraisers is worked to the limit of 
endurance. Special agents, under direc- 
tion of Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, are investigating the Appraiser’s 
Department, and economy is their watch- 
word. Customs men say that if economy 
is insisted upon in regard to increasing 
the staff of pier examiners there is go- 
we to be trouble. 

In Sunday the Cleveland, from Ham- 
burg; the Lapland, from Antwerp; the 
Celtic, from Lverpool, and the New York. 
from Southampton, all délayed by the 
fog, reached their piers but a few minutes 
apart. Only fifteen men are available to 
appraise articles brought in by arriving 
passengers. These had to make rapid 
trips from pier to pier and do gymnastic 
Stunts to cover assignments. 

Hundreds of passengers, impatient at 
the delay, had to wait’ while inspectors 
stood in a long line waiting a chance to 
get an examiner to pass upon the con- 
tents of their trunks. On each of the 
four Diers conditions were the same. On 
the American Line pier passengers from 
the New York and the Lapland had to 
on many minutes waiting the coming 
of appraisers. 

*‘Not enough men to go around,” was 
the excuse the inspectors gave. 


Examination Is Thorough. 


The examination of baggage is un- 
usually thorough, and for that .reason in 
almost every case an examiner is needed 
to appraise goods and settle vexed ques- 
tions for the _ Inspectors. Under Mr. 
Loeb’s regulations the pier appraisers, 
or examiners, have to wait in a desizg- 
nated spot when unengaged.

SERVICE BOARD UPHELD. 


Court of Appeals Decides It Has Juris- 
diction Over Certificate Issues. 


ALBANY, June 17.—The Public Service 
Commission was upheld to-day by the 
Court of Appeals, which decided that the 
consent of the commission was necessary 
for the issuance of $30,000,000 of equip- 
ment trust certificates by the New York 
Central lines for the purchase of engines 
and cars. 

The decision does not affect the validity 
of the certificates, but makes it clear 
that the statute applies to such securi- 
tles and settles a controversy which has 
existed since December, 1907.

QUT VICTORY AT END 


Tigers Fight Uphill and Finally 
Overhaul Yale in ‘‘ Rub- 
-ber’’ Game. 








Princeton won the baseball series with 
Yale at American League Park yester- 
day when,.in a hard up-hill game, the 
Tigers overcame a big lead and won the 
final tilt by a score of 7 to 5. After Yale 
had pounded Steve White from the knoll 
and piled up four runs, it didn’t look 
promising for Princeton. But Woodle, 
who succeeded White, had too much ‘speed 
for the Yale batsmen and in the seven 
innings Qe was on the mound he gave 
them but two hits, The Tigers crept up 
on Yale a run at a time and tied the 
Score, finally forging ahead in the. sev- 
enth inning when Buck Freeman relieved 
Tommers and was a little shaky. 

While the crowd of 12,000 was streaming 
in through the gates the rain was falling 
merrily on pretty gowns and gaily be- 
decked straw hats. There wasn’t even 
Standing room in the grand stand, and 
the crowd spread out on the field back 
of the first and third base lines. There 
was never a minute that wasn’t crowded 
with enthusiasm, for the Tiger roared 
and growled and the Bulldog barked back. 
Most of the time the air ‘was filled with 
straw hats and flags, and all this to the 
accompaniment of college gongs and con- 
Stant roar of college yellg 

No one cared about the rain anyway. 
Both nines were pulling at the leash to 
get started, and the game began with a 
drizzling rain, a wet ball, and a soft, 
muddy field. The battle was a long- 
drawn-out affair. The sum and sub- 
stance of Yale’s game was crowded in 
the emotional second inning, and after 
that the Tiger boxman Woodle had them 
thoroughly civilized-and eating from his 
hand. 

There was a big shakeup in the Yale 
line-up, and the Blue sprung a surprise 
by trotting out Steve Philbin behind the 
bat. It was the first game Philbin has 
caught since he broke his ankle early 
in the season at Atlantic City and gave 
up the captaincy of the Yale nine. He 
still limped a bit yesterday and was not 
aS steady as he was before his forced 
lay off. Princeton made lots of errors 
and both of the pitchers were wild. Daw- 
son, the Tiger leader, wound up his col- 
lege career behind the bat working like 
a Trojan. He smothered many of the 
wild heaves from his pitchers when mis- 
chief would have resulted if he had not 
Squashed them at the right time. Bard, 
the diminutive right gardener of the Ti- 
gers, was the mightiest man in the game 
with the stick and got four hits out of 
five times up. 

Badger hit the ball at Steve White in 
the first and he made a bad peg to Ster- 
rett.

Volume Smallest In Two Years—Copper 
issues Show Strength—Currency Estl- 
mates Foreshadow Good Cash Gain. 


To properly describe the situation on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday Horace Wal- 
pole’s characterization of the City of Lon- 
don in midsummer in his time must be 
adopted: the Stock Exchange was literally 
‘“‘a universal yawn.” The day’s turnover 
fell to some 175,000 shares, a volume lower 
than anything attained since the Summer 
of 1908, and the movement of prices was 
correspondingly narrow, although it is to 
be noted again that firmness marked it 
throughout. Save for the exceptional 
strength of the copper shares and one or 
two specialties and the weakness in Clover 
Leaf issues, the trading was entirely 
without feature. What little business 
went on represented the operations of 
professional traders, but with all the in- 
centive which must come from the hard 
necessity of making a livelihood eut of 
fluctuations in prices, they, too, found 
the task of buying and selling too diffi- 
cult in the end, and the market dribbied 
toward a strong close practically unat- 
tended, 

Interest in general developments begring 
on the financial situation In any way 
was at a minimum. It was assumed that 
the Railroad bill would be passed in the

Traders Accept Dullness, 

At noon yesterday, business on the

shares. Including a comparatively active 
first hour, the sales for the day amounted 
to only 175,268 shares, which is as dull 
& day as the Stock Exchange has ex- 
perienced in a couple of years. It would 
take considerable research among past 
records to find as small a volume of trad- 
ing in bonds as was recorded yesterday, 
when for the first time in a long while 
the sales of bonds fell below $1,000,000.

Lack of Moisture in Northwest. 


Early in the season James A. Patten, 
in talking of his methods, said that the 
Weather Bureau reports of temperature 
and moisture meant more to him than 
any other sources of information in sizing 
up crop situations. He illustrated with a 
reference to the average precipitation in 
some of the Winter wheat States and the 
remarkable departure this season from 
normal figures. Since then, according to 
the returns from the vicinity of Minne- 
apolis, there has been, if anything, a 
further departure from averages. A dis- 
patch from Minneapolis yesterday placed 
the precipitation since March 1 at 2.25 
inches, against 10.17 for the same period 
last year, and 7.50 the ten-year average. 
The rainfall since March 1 has been the 
smallest since 1864.

Cotton Indictments Disturb Market. 


Although some of the cotton bulls men- 
tioned in the subpoenas issued by the 
Federal Grand Jury in their ‘‘ Grand In- 
quest’”’ into the situation have been ex- 
pecting the handing down of indictments 
all week, the news of the Grand Jury's 
action, coming around 2 o’clock yesterday, 
had a disturbing effect on the market. 
There was a good deal of talk over the 
possibilities opened up by the Federal 
attitude toward the cotton men, and the 
sagging of the market in the last hour 
was blamed very largely to this. 


CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Commenting on general conditions, 
Bradstreet’s says: 


Irregularity and relative quiet are 
the ruling features in crade and industry, 
but evidences of improvement in Western 
distribution are rather sharply in contrast 

with the reports of slow trade recently re- 
faived. Warmer weather is the key to the 
better erop and trade reports received this 
week by Bradatreet’s from the West, North- 
west, and Southwest, while cool, moist con- 
ditions along the Atlantic Coast, now dis- 
appearing, have been a bar to trade and 
crop development in the East. Relatively 
best reports come from Western cities and 
towns, while country trade, though better, 
is slower to res spond, owing to farmers be- 
ing busy in work on hitherto delayed crops. 
The improvement in agricultural matters is, 
however, not uniform even in the West. 

Im the leading industries conditions have 
not as yet responded to the better features 
above depicted. Shore time is evident in 
nearly all lines of textile manufacture, cot- 
ton goods still reflecting the stress of high 
prices for raw material and arrested demand 
for goods. ‘The percentage of idle looms 
and spindles ranges from 25 per cent. up 
ward. Preinventory sales of cotton and 
dress goods at lower prices have helped to 
enlarge distribuiion by jobbers East and 
West. Short time is also witnessed in wool- 
en goods manufacture. Buyers at wholesale 
still display caution and conservatism, and 
business as a whole in textiles is character- 
ized as cf a peddling nature. In pig iron, 
production still outruns consumption, and 
prices are weak. 

Finished lines show cffects of restricted 
buying -based on hopes of lowered costs. 
Despite reports of lessened improvement 
work and the laying off of men by impor- 
tant railroads, there are evidences of mot- 
erately good buying of cars and other roll- 
ing stock. The lumber trade is rather qui- 
eter North and South, The leathey and 
ghoe trades are somewhat quiet, past poor 
weather conditions being reflected therein. 
The wool trade is very quiet, with buyers 
and sellers far apart and much foreign wool 
being reshipped abroad for presumably bet- 
ter prices. 

Wun’s Review says: 

Crop utws continues encouraging, the fron 
and steel market improves, while foreign 
trade mow shows an excess of exports; and 
in these three important particulars the 
husinéss outlook is distinctly better. More 
4ormal weather conditions in the East and 
xeeded rains in the Northwest make for im- 
-rovement. The isncreasing prospects for 
Spring wheat produce a more active demand: 
.0Or merchandise in the Northwest. While 
producing capacity is still in excess of 
consumption there is a gratifying increase 
in the June demand for both iron and steel 
products over the business of May. Cop- 
per, however, still labors under the condi- 
tion of large overproduction, though the 
eo #umption is heavy.

to bondholders than that tentatively pre- 
pared by tHe committee which has rep- 
resented the first mortgage bondholders 
since the receiver was appointed two 
years ago. Most of the members of the 
new committee have been selected. 

A large majority of the $30,000,000 first 
mortgage bonds are on deposit with the 
Central Trust Company under the deposit 
agreement with the committee headed by 
J. N. Wallace. It is contended in be- 
half of the interestS associated with the 
Colonial Trust Company that the hold- 
ers of about $6,000,000 of the bonds de- 
posited with the Central Trust have ex- 
pressed their purpose to join with the 
new committee. 

Under the agreement the Central Trust 
holds these bonds as depositary and no 
provision is made for their withdrawal 
except upon the formal announcement of 
a proposed plan of reorganization. No 
such plan has been promulgated and some 
question, therefore, has been raised re- 
garding the right of the depositing bond- 
holders to withdraw. It is not antici- 
pated, however, that any trouble will be 
experienced. It is thought likely that 
the older committee will consent to the 
withdrawal of the bonds upon the pay- 
ment of the pro rata share of the ex- 
penses incurred by the committee, and 
this the objecting bondholders are will- 
ing to do, it is said. 

While the make-up of the new commit- 
tee has not yet been made known it is 
assumed in the financial district that 
Samuel Untermyer will be of counsel to 
the committee, inasmuch as he has been 
acting as counsel for some of the bond- 
holders who started the organization of 
the new committee. The-committee will 
doubtless include the heads of several 
banking institutions which are holders of 
the bonds of the Wabash Pittsburg Ter- 
minal Railway. 

Legal steps have already been taken in 
behalf of the interests which will be rep- 
resented by the new committee, and thev 
have on application of Samuel Untermyer 
been allowed to intervene mm the suit for 
the foreclosure of the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie mortgage. Other legal steps are in 
contemplation, including, it is said, a suit 
for an accounting against the syndicate 
which handled the construction of the 
Wabash Pittsburg Terminal. 

Quest has been made unsuccessfully for 
the books of the managers of the syndi- 
cate, and it is likely that for the purpose 
of obtaining information of just what 
course they pursued in the expenditure of 
the millions entrusted to them, some of 
the managers will be put on the stand and 
asked to tell the inside history of this syn- 
dicate whose operations resulted in much 
dissatisfaction. George J. Gould was one 
of the syndicate managers, and he is most 
likely to have a prominent place among 
those from whom the information will be 
sought.

Thé wheat market opened firm on the 
strength of the Liverpool cables, absence of 
rains in the Northwest and on predicted light 
shipments from foreign ports, These factors

PEARY GIVES OBSERVATIONS. 
Reveals in a Magazine Article for the 








First Time His Farthest North Figures 


In the July number of Hampton's Mag- 
azine, just out, Commander Peary gives 
for the first time a series of observations, 
made by himself, Capt. Bartlett and Mar- 
vin, In support of his claim to the dis- 
covery of the north pole. This install- 
ment of Commander Peary’s story takes 
the party, including Capt. Bartlett, up to 
87 degrees, 12 minutes, which was well 
beyon his previous “farthest north.’ 

After giving in detail the difficulties in 





crossing the Big Lead and his great anxi-} 
ety at this point, together with the al- 

most hourly incidents of the “party's 
northward progress, Commander Feary 
adda: 

“The end of this march put us between 
85 degrees 7 minutes and 85 degrees 30 
minutes, or about the 
Storm Camp of the year before. * 
Bartlett’s estimate of our position at this 
camp was 85 degrees 30 minutes, Marvin's 
8 degrees 5 minutes, and my own 85 de- 
grees 20 minutes. The actual position as 
figured back later from the point where 
we were first able, by reason of the in- 
creasing altitude of the sun, to take 
aefinite observation for latitude was 8 
degrees 23 minutes.” 

Again, Commander Peary says that on 
March 22 he had the Eskimos build a snow 
wind shelter so Marvin could take a me- 
ridian altitude for latitude. 

“Up to this time,” he continues, “no 

observations had been taken. The alti-

tude of the sun had been so gelight as to 
make observations unreliable. 

“IT intended that Marvin should take all 
observaticns up to his farthest north, and 
Bartlett all beyond that to his farthest 
north. This was partly to save my eyes 
by just so much, but principally to have 
independent observations by which to 
check our route. 

“The result of Marvin's observations 
gave our position as approximately 83 
degrees 48 minutes north latitude, figur- 
ing the correction for refraction only to 
a temperature of minus 10 degrees F., 
the lowest temperature for which we had 
tables,”’ 

In addition to these detailed observa- 
tions, checked and rechecked by Capt. 
Bartlett, Marvin, and himself, Comman- 
der Pear rill give in his next install- 
ment a detailed statement of all his ob- 
servations at the pole, and will place be- 
fore the world the scientific proofs of his 
discoveries.

Mr. H. BuxTON ForMAN is one of the many literary 
men of England for whom the pursuit of letters 
serves, not as a crutch, but 
A “C.B.” of the 48 a walking-stick. Like 
Civil Service Mr. Dobson, Mr. Gosse, Mr. 
Who Loves Books A. B. Walkley of The Times 
and Mr. Hewlett until re- 
cently—to name but these few--he is on His Ma- 
jesty’s payroll. It is just half a century since he 
entered the civil service, and forty-nine years since 
he began to be known as a critic, biographer, and 
editor of the poets, especially Shelley and Keats. 
His avocation has not been allowed to interfere with 
his vocation, apparently, for to-day he holds the 
responsible position of Second Secretary, General 
Post Office, and Controller of Packet Services; and 
is entitled to write “C. B.” after his name, Mr. 
Forman is a lover not only of the contents of books, 
but of books themselves, and has made a very cholce 
collection of first editions and “ autographed” copies 
of his favorite poets. 





As AN ardent and successful collector of rare books, 
Mr. Forman was asked, some years ago, to address 
the Whitefriars' Club of London, in- 
formally, on his hobby. His speech 
was heard and enjoyed by an Amer- 
ican member, who promptly secured 
it for The Bibliographer, a New York 
magazine now no longer extant.

Twain reminiscences from those who, literary or 
otherwise, knew Mr. Clemens more 
or leas intimately, and there prob- 
ably never was &@ man whose mere 
personality could furnish more ma- 
terial for others to write about 
than could this Inspiring and typical American, even 
on a chance and fleeting acquaintance. But one 
naturally expects something altogether charming and 
illuminating as a record of his friendship for Mr. 
Clemens fronr William D. Howells; and one is cer- 
tainly not disappointed In this expectation by the 
first of a series of papers from the latter, to appear 
in the July Harper's, giving ‘‘My Memories of Mark 
Twain.” The friendship existing between these two 
men was almost lifelong; they felt for each other 
a deep and mutual affection; yet how dissimilar, in 
many almost vital particulars, were these two lead- 
ers in the literature of America during the past 
thirty years! It is this dissimilarity that, whether 
consciously expressed or not, adds a zest to Mr. 
Howells’s paper, in which an interesting touch of 
self-revelation igs here and there suggested, always 
with Mr. Howells’s exquisite modesty, which height- 
ens the effect of his Mark Twain portraiture. Thus 
he tells us:

Throughout my long acquaintance with him his 
graphic touch was always allowing itself a freedom 
which I cannot bring my fainter pencil to illus- 
trate. He had the Southwestern, the Lincolnian, 
the Elizabethan breadth of parlance, which I sup- 
pose one ought not to call coarse without calling 
one’s self prudish; and I was often hiding away in 
discreet holes and corners the letters in which he 
had loosed his bold fancy to stoop on rank sugges- 
tion; I could not bear to burn them, and I could 
not, after the first reading, quite bear to look at 
them. I shall best give my feeling on this point by 
saying that in it he was Shakespearian, or if his 
ghost will not suffer me the word, then he was 
Baconian. 


And then there is this characteristic estimate: 


Of all the Uterary men I have known he was the 
most unliterary in his make and manner, I do not 
know whether he had any acquaintance with Latin, 
but I believe not the least; German he knew pretty 

well, and Italian enough late in life to have fun 
with it; but he used English in all its alien deriva- 
tions as if it were native to his own air, as if it 
had come up out of American, out of Missourian 
ground, His style was what we al] know, for good 
and for bad, but his manner, if I may difference the 
two, was as entirely his own as if no one had ever 
written before, 





Pror. GOLDWIN SMITH, who passed away last week 
at his home in Toronto, at a ripe old age, was a 
scholar, author, educator and 
publicist who had made a repu- 
tation and a position for himself 
in the new world as well as in 
the old. Indentified in his earl- 
ler days with Oxford, one of the most venerable of 
universities, he was one of the first men of note to 
lend the prestige of his name to Cornell, at that time 
the newest seat of learning in America. What his 
coming meant to Cornell is told tn to-day’s Sarurpay 
Reviaw or Books by the State Librarian of Iowa. 
Last year, not long after the death of his wife, he 
resigned the editorship of The Week of Toronto; and 
the present writer seized the occasion to urge upon 
him the writing of his autoblography. The reason 
he assigned for not recording his reminiscences was 
his repugnance to reviving the embers of controver- 
sies long since aflowed to smolder, and not to be 
lightly disturbed by one who had so nearly reached 
the end of his days.

Study of mankind. But in O. Henry’s stories 

you get him—get him in all his shapes and 
sizes, in all his odd varieties, and, more than that, in 
both his sexes. Alive and racy of his particular en- 
vironment, be it West or South or East, he abides tn 
the pages, apparently quite unaware that he is there 
other than simply “on his own,” as the English say, 
never admitting for a moment that O. Henry has a 
thing to do with it. Even if he is there to Stay but 
an instant, how real he bulks, how individual} he is! 
Like the moving picture of a street, full of the bustle 
and stir of life, O. Henry’s books throw the hurrying 
Stream of human life on the canvas before you. No 
figure of them all but has his own deep interest in 
life, his why and wherefcre; none but suggests 
drama as you meet him. Not the unusual five-acts- 
and-a-prologue play, but just. the tense moment's 
Struggle that throws a whole life into relief, and ex- 
plains the look in @ man’s eye or the hang of his 
shoulders. 

Humor was the solvent with which this man 
worked—Humor and his twin, Pathos, between whom 
lies the very breath of life. His style was perfect; 
it was the man himself; nervous, picturesque, quick, 
supple, with easy, inevitable metaphors. His dia- 
logue ig extraordinarily vivid—the pftois of the 
pavement and the plains, the slang of the Rialto and 
the race-courses, the jargon of the drummer, the 
argot of the newspapers—all were alike familiar to 
O. Henry, and familiar he made them each to each; 
for the American world meets in his pages and 
grows to know itself better in a handful of his sto- 
ries than in all the drawing-rooms, playhouses and 
saloons of the three great cities of the continent. 

Another attribute of Mr. Porter’s was that of sur- 
prise. He surprises you over and over again. How 
often have we given that ‘little gasp of delighted 
laughter and amazement as we reached the actual 
last line of one of his stories? When you had had 
your shock, you might fancy that you had seen it 
coming, after all In “Strictly Business,” for in- 
stance, you had realized, of course, that the Team 
was married; yet the end comes just as much as a 
surprise, and you revel in it, all the more, possibly, 
for the hint that had put you on the right path some 
pages back. ‘ 

Many a good line in vaudeville sketch or musical 
show owes its birth to O. Henry. It was in his story, 
“ Hostages to Momus,” that a certain inevitable item 
on every menu was first thrown into the limelight, 
as the following quotation shows. Two men are 
talking of the joys of New York as they sit, half- 
starved, in the town of Mountain Valley, Georgia 
One is telling his less experienced friend what he 
considers to be the “ most edifying and casual thing 
in the way of a dinner.”

“After all, there’s nothing less displeasing to 
me than a beefsteak smothered in mushrooms in 
sound of the Broadway street cars, with a hand- 
organ playing down below, and the boys hollering 
extras about the latest suicide. For the wine, 
give me a reasonable Ponty Cany; and that’s all, 
excepting the demi-tasse.” 

‘‘Well,”” replies his companion, “I reckon in 
New York you get to be a conniseer; and when 
you go round with the demi-tasse, you naturally 
buy ‘em stylish grub.” 


New York owes O, Henry a special debt of gratti- 
tude. He caught and put on the page the huga 
changing, cynical, gay, weary but alert quickstep 
that makes its daily and nightly dance of life; he 
portrayed its streets and squares with a master’s 
hand; who can forget, to cite a single instance, the 
half-page of description he gives to Fourth Avenue 


- mm one of his later stories? The beat of the city’s 
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great pulse throbs in his books, and its 
personality is as concrete for you as 
that of the fat man whose shape blocks 
your entrance into the Subway train 
of a rush hour. 

To say anything- in regard to the im- 
mortality of these stories would be fat- 
vous. ©. Henry drew in quick and 
virile fashion the laughter, the mock- 
ery, the worth-whileness, the feverish 
activity and the slack despair that go 
to make up our present minute of ex- 
istence. The Bret Harte of the City, 
his books may live through the genera- 
tions, or, strangled in the meshes of 
excessive timeliness, may die with the 
present they interpret. But for this 
present they are inimitable, actual, 
warm as the clasp of a friend’s hand 
and alive as the laughter of a child. 





“ MAURICE HEWLETT ” 


A Careful but Apparently Premature 
Study of a Popular Author 


T SEEMS a little early to attempt an 
elaborate study of an author 
himself not past middle age, 
has other phases to 

before his work is done 
reader's first suspicion of this little 
will be that he is in for one of 
pieces of untimely eulogy which discipu- 
lar zeal is always laying at the feet of 
living prophets. He will be disappoint- 
ed. Zealous Mr. Bronner is, in his ad- 
miration for Mr. Hewlett’s work and in 
his desire to-interpret it; but he does not 
mistake gush for interpretation. 

The biographical matter in the book is 
briefly and discreetiy given. Mr. Hewlett 
has placed himself on record against the 
personal-publicity method of exciting in- 
terest in literature. “The business of 
critics,”’ he says, ‘is to criticise a writer 
and not help out his esthetic 
with facts which have really nothing to 
do with the maker. JI could write novels 
with ene eye quite as well as I could 
with two.’’ Mr. Bronner, consequently, 
dces not pad his pages with descriptions 
of Mr. Hewlett’s personal appearance, or 
with gossip about his habits of life. We 
put down the book without having learned 
whether he prefers cats or dogs, tea or 
coffee, golf or shooting, blue neckties or 
red. The extract from “ Who's Who" 
quoted by Mr. Bronner, with the few 
supplementary paragraphs, serves fairly 
well to suggest what manner of man the 
author of ‘ Richard Yea and Nay” is: 
an Englishmao nearly fifty years old, who 
has always been a writer, but scored his 
first popular success when well past 30. 
A lawyer by profession, his writing up 
to that time had been of a somewhat se- 
clusive kind, connected with 
ages and the Italian Renaissance; 
“ EKarthwork Out of Tuscany’ (1895), 
was, in form at least, a distinctly - book- 
izh book.

EREDITH tempts to exposition 
as insistently as Browning, and 
it is no small feat to write of 
his work without. explaining 

the obvious. In Mr. Moffatt's “ Intro- 
duction "* to the novels he successfully 
avoids this error of the zealous and 
presents his subject with the straight- 
forward, moderate comment that such 
a subject by its very complication de- 
mands. 

There can be/no two opinions as to 
the complication of Meredith’s style, 
but the simplicity of his philosophy is 
not less striking to the sympathetic 
reader. In spite of his multitudinous 
variety of incident, character and scene, 
he harps oncomparatively few ideas—the 
ludicrous folly and disastrous influence 
of egoism, the right of woman to act 
as she thinks, and the im- 
portance of sanity and naturalness.

A Study and Biography of the 
Typical Heroic Backwoods- 
man of the United 


States 


HE text of Mr. Bruce's new life 
of Boone* is the pioneer’s own 
statement: ‘‘ The history of the 
western country has been my 

history.” Daniel Boone’s long record 
of service to his country began tin the 
French and Indian War and ended 
many years later with the era of settle- 
ment west of the Mississippi: 

It was he, more than any other man, 
who made England's colonists ac- 
quainted with the beauty and fertility 
of the vast and well-nigh unoccupied 
region between the Alleghanies and 
the Mississippi. To his bold pioneering 
the United States owes one of its 
greatest highways of empire—the fa- 
mous Wilderness Road, along which 
60 many thousands of homeseckers 
passed in the first peopling of the 
West. Throughout the stormy years of 
the Revolution he was pre-eminent in 
the defense of the infant settlements 
which he had done so much to plant 
beyond the mountains.

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The new book is not only a biogra- 
phy, therefore, but also “a study of the 
first phase of the territorial growth of 
the United States.’”” Much has already 
been written about Daniel Boone, of 
course. Excellent biographies by Reu- 
ben Gold Thwaites and John M. Peck 
are extant. Mr. Bruce has labored to 
denote clearly the various aspects of 
our early military, political, 
economic and sociul, and to depict the 
characteristics of the pioncers who car- 
ried civilization westward. Boone is 
the typical heroic backwoodsman. His 
ancestry was English and Welsh, and 
his maternal grandfather was a Quak- 
er. His father, Squire Boone (so 
christened), was a Devonshire man who 
seems to have had the adventurous 
spirit which has made Devonshire as 
famous as its rural beauty and clotted 
cream. He settled in Pennsylvania 
and married Sarah Morgan, and on 
Nov. 2, 1734, Daniel Boone was born, 
the sixth child of his parents, in a log 
cabin in Oley Township. He was 
hunter and trapper in bis boyhood, a 
good shot at twelve, and he had little 
schooling. He learned something of 
blacksmithing and weaving, but from 
his thirteenth year he spent his Win- 
ters in the wilderness. He supported 
himself by the sale of pelts. Of Indian 
warfare he knew little in his youth. The 
Indians he met were all friendly. 

The Boones emigrated to North Caro- 
lina in 1750, their journey from the 
Schuylkill Valley to Yadkin in Davie 
County occupying a year and a half, 
but they had lingered on the way in 
Virginia. In the Yadkin Valley Daniel 
became famous as a hunter. Buffalo, 
elk, bear, panthers, wildcats, and 
wolves abounded. Hie was scarcely 
more than twenty at the outbreak of 
the French and Indian War, when he 
joined the command of Capt. Dobbs, 
with its contingent of 100 men for 
Braddock’s little army. Mr. Bruce 
says that modern research makes it 
clear that Braddock’'s crushing defeat 
in the Turtle Creek ravine was due, not 
to the General's inefficiency, but to the 
Colonial backwardness in helping him. 
Boone in that diststrous campaign was 
@& wagoner and mechanic But in spite 
of his humble assignment he had the 
privilege of association hunters 
and traders who knew the Indian coun- 
try well, and he learned much of pio- 
neering and roadmaking. A regiment 
of engineers and wood choppers led the 
way for Braddock’s ill-fated forces, and 
the road they made was thereafter 
called Braddock’s. In this campaign, 
too, Boone met John Finley, who told 

him of the wonderful country the In- 
dians called Kentucky. They planned 
to visit this land of promise together, 
after fhe war, Beaujeau’s famous on- 
glaught, with his troop of Indians, oc- 
¢urred July 9, 1755, and Boone es ape 
from the gencral slaughter on the 
ef one of his wagon horses 

Ue returned to Yadkin 
becca Eryan, and soon own: 
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uprisings in his neighborhood drove 
him to arms. He was with Col. Wad- 
dell's command in Montgomery’s un- 
fortunate encounter with Cherokees, 
and accompanied him also in the expe- 
dition te punfsh that tribe a year later. 
After these exciting adventures Boone 
found the farm life too humdrum. He 
headed hunting and exploring parties 
in many directions. He took part in 
the establishment of the first white 
settlement in Tennessee. He got as far 
south as Pensacola. He started for 
Kkentucky in 1767, but after a Winter 
in a snowbound camp, he returned to 
Yadkin, and there might have remained 
if his old friend, Finley, the trader, 
had not unexpectedly turned up. Boone 
was thirty-five years old when he and 
Finley set out, with John Stuart, Hold- 
en, Mooney and Cooley. It was May 
Day in 1769. 

The early history of Kentucky is an 
important part of the history of Daniel 
Boone, The six pioneers were fol- 
lowed in course of time by a host of 
Scotch-Irish settlers from Virginia and 
the Carolinas. Boone returned to Yad- 
kin in 1771, but made at least two oth- 
er visits to Kentucky before he took his 
family to the wild new territory in 
1773. Five families accompanied them, 
and the women and children bravely 
bore many hardships. It was a dan- 
gerous journey, with a tragic interrup- 
tion. Boone’s eldest son, James, was 
killed by Shawnee Indians, and a gen- 
eral Indian uprising poslLponed perma- 
nent settlement. Boone left his family 
in a cabin on the Clinch River, and en- 
tered the employ of the Government as 
woodsman and scout. He won great 
renown as an Indian fighter. His con- 
nection with Henderson's impossible 
scheme to found a proprietary colony 
in Kentucky, which led to the building 
of the Wilderness Road, 
detail by Mr. Bruce:

When Daniel Boone unGertook to

the sons and daughters of a free and 
independent republic and 
influence it part to 
extend. .

The making of the Wilderness Road 
began March 10, 1775. The comp 
cluded thirty men, all trained 
men and Indian fighters. Indians 
posed their progress, which was 
slow and tedious; and some of the road 
builders were martyrs. The capital of 
Henderson’s Transylvania was Boones- 
borough, now only a name in history. 
The colony had a legislative assembly, 
but Henderson's determination to keep 
the supreme authority in his o 
conflicted somewhat with the idea of 
self-government. The colony lived long 
enough for a feeble effort to be made 
to secure its admission to the Unis 
a fourteenth State,

Mr. Bruce's account of Transylvania, 
however, is well worth reading, and his 
chapters on the great Kentuckian’s 
services in the Revolution, his cam- 
paigning with George Rogers Clark, his 
pioneering further west, and his later 
years, complete a coherent and well- 
sustained narrative. Boone died in 1820 
at the age of eighty-six. The illustra- 
tions include a reproduction of Hard- 
ing’s famous portrait of Boone in his 
old age, and a map of the Wilderness 
Road, 


A REFLECTIVE TRAVELER 


R. JOHN M. GARDNBR’S book en- 
M titled ‘“‘ Extracts and Sketches from 
My Journal of a Year’s Travel in 
the Orient and Europe, with the Usual 
Expense, Hotel Menu, Tailor, Millin- 
ery and Shopping Accounts Omitted,” is 
published at the author's expense for 
private distribution, and we should 
say it would be in order to congrat- 
ulate all who have been remembered 
by Mr. Gardner in his distribution; for, 
in addition to handsome appearance and 
other good qualities of the sort that are 
apt to attach to books of travel, this one 
has the rather uncommon merit of being 
a literary curiosity. It begins with the 
statement that the author ‘“ embarked 
safely from the steamer” at Liverpool 
and “* pressed the soil of our forefathers,” 
and contains many other noteworthy say- 
ings. Describing something he saw in 
Liverpool, he remarks:

Giving expression to some conclusions 

he had reached as to the people of France 
he observes: 

The easy Parisian caffe life and al- 
most universal tendency to habits of 

gaiety and dissipation that the vast 
majority of the inhabitants of Paris, 
together with their emotional and 
equivocal mentality, exhibit every- 
where, in all departments of life, al- 
ways impressed me with wonder how 
such a people could accomplish such 
results as is credited to them in mat- 
ters of art, industry, military achieve- 
ments, and political disenslavement 
from the iron rule of the most oppres- 
sive and powerful monarchy in the 
history of the world. 

Mr. Gardner seems to have a happy 
faculty for making sentences like these. 
It must be admitted they add a certain

HERE is, perhaps, no country in 
which writers on education 
have been bolder, broader and 
more searching than in France, 
and bardly one in which the general 
system of instruction has been less in- 
fluenced by such writers.

A very interesting portion of M. 
Gaultier’s book is the picture afforded 
by his running comment of the defects 
and vices of actual schooling in France. 
From the cradle to the receipt of the 
diploma, the way of the French pupil 
seems beset by these. Hired nursing, 
small and stuffy sleeping rooms, poor 
nourishment, lack of exercise; these are 
followed by the narrow activities, the 
vexing and dwarfing restrictions, the 
unnatural social relations of the more 
advanced schools; and these again by 
the cramped, monotonous and barren 
instruction of the colleges, with their 
insistence on books and their over- 
crowding of the memory. Of these lat- 
ter the most heartily condemned fea- 
ture is the examination— the Mino- 
taur,” says M. Berthelot, “that each 
year devours a multitude of young peo- 
ple unfitted to support tests wretchedly 
devised to reveal true intelligence and 
personal worth, and adapted only to 
mere knack in memorizing and to me- 
chanical preparation.” In such condi- 
tions, “ what taste for anything can re- 
main to the overtaxed intelligence? 
When recitations crowd each other, 
when tasks are piled on tasks and 
studies upon lectures from the break of 
dawn—or earlier—far into the evening, 
all power of attention wilts with the 
freshness of the brain. * * * French 
children are subjected twelve hours a 
day to @ regimen of mental toxication 
which an adult brain could not stand. 
They escape complete benumbing only 
by refusing to listen.” 


There are numerous statements in 
M. Gaultier’s little volume of which 
these are but specimens. They pre- 
sent a gloomy view of the state of 
French education. Something must be 
allowed to the exigencies of advocacy, 
to the tendency to enforce sound prin- 
ciple by citing cases of their violation. 
We all know that the faults of French 
education, whatever they may be, have 
not prevented the production of multi- 
tudes of capable, highly intelligent and 
broad-minded men in every department 
of intellectual life. We know especially 
the vigor and efficiency of French 
scientific workers and the range and 
elevation of French scholarship. he 
world has watched with admiration the 
evolution of political life in France for 
two-score years and the really marvel- 
ous accomplishment, in this direction, 
of a nation more sorely tried than any 
of modern times. Education that has 
given these results must have its in- 
trinsic virtue, must in essential ways 
have fairly served the needs of a great 
nation. It remains true, however, that 
one of the sources of the greatest en- 
ergy in French development is precisely 
the tendency of its best minds freely 
and fearlessly to discuss current condi- 
tions and to strive faithfully, as M. 
Gaultier does, for their permanent bet- 
terment.

The Popularity of American 
Books in Canada, Australia 
and Other British 
Colonies 


ONDON, June &8—A very interest- 
ing question in the Anglo-Saxon 
book world is slowly but, surely 
unfolding itself: I mean the 

growing popularity of American books in 
the greater British colonies over-sea. 
The question is so interesting that it is 
worth looking into ahead/of its progress, 
if one may so express the thing; because 
there is never much use of talking about 
the accomplished fact. Human interest 
really turns on hope and curiosity; in 
other words, on the future. This applies 
to literature, as to life, and the point just 
now ts the place, in a commercial sense 
and otherwise, which the American book 
is going to occupy with the people of 
British communities like Canada and 
Australia. 

“I have,’’ a London publisher told me 
the other day, “‘just been offered the 
British rights of the next novel by —— 
—-, the American novelist. But, no, I 
have not been offered the British rights 
in the old full sense. The American pub- 
lisher, himself, wants to retain the Au- 
stralian and New Zealand market—to 
keep the Australasian rights with the 
American rights. As a matter of course 
he is keeping the Canadian rights, for that 
system is firmly planted. The American 
book invasion of Australia is newer, and, 
in a way, more alarming from our stand- 
point because it is a country far away from 
America, not its neighbor like Canada, 
with a mere border-line running between. 
If this goes on the ‘colonial edition,’ 
which has always been issued at a cheap- 
er price than the English edition, will be 
heavily hit. Almost invariably, as I have 
said, an American publisher retains Can- 
ada for an American book. Often we have 
to sell him the Canadian rights of an 
English book with the American rights. 
Is he going to annex Australia also; that 
is, are American books going, there, to 
be more than rivals ef books from the 
motherland? ” 

That rambling bit of conversation puts 
roughly the elements of the little known 
problem which is facing us in Australasia. 
It is a young world down there, a worid 
which is in the constructive state, and 
only at the beginning of that. It is 
tackling the ploneer work which Amer- 
ica has been working out, and that sug- 
gests a common interest between the two 
lands, far as they are divided by the sea. 
The freshness, the vigor of American life 
runs through American fiction, which, 
whatever else it may lack, has that spirit 
in abundance. There Australia and New 
Zealand—but Australia quite particularly— 
hear an appealing call, a call which they 
understand, and it is taking them Into 
the pages of American books. The Eng- 
lish novel reflects the life of an older, 
mellower country, and while ft has a 
greater sentimental interest for Austra- 
lians, it deals less with the things of 
their daily round, their common task. 
They are, in their reading, as in their 
political ideas, deeply attached to Eng- 
land, the mother of nations) They claim 
their share tn the great inheritance of 
English literature. But always the din 
and clamor of a new country upbuilding 
is in their ears, and when they find scores 
of American novels with this same note 
of direct interest, why they just buy and 
read. 

And the English publisher, who some 
times has nerves, is getting a Ilfttle bit 
alarmed about his Australian market. He 
will always, of course, keep a good alice 
of it, but already the other slice has gone 
to the American written book. Your pub- 
lishers don't, perhaps, do things 
hurry, any more than ours But they 
were quick to note the rising market 
for American fiction, and for certain oth- 
er American books of a 
which Australia furnishes. They 
to cultivate that market by the 
means of correspondence.

THE SCIENCE 
OF MIND 


The Study and Analysis of 


Mental Phenomena by Mr. 
Marshall and Other 


Investigators 


By Josern Jacons 


LOW but sure progress is being 
S made fn the study and analysis 
of mental phenomena. While 
frorn one point of view they are 
the closest to our knowledge, and in- 
deed the only things we know directly, 
from another aspect they are the last 
and most complex objects of systematic 
study. The trouble ts that the things 
of the mind elude us as we watch them; 
the mere process of watching often en- 
tirely changes their character. Yet the 
fmportance of their study is sufficiently 
obvious. Education, the key te civili- 
vation, must ultimately be based on 
psychology. Philosophy, ethics and 
theology must seek for their bases in 
the truths of psychology. It is ecarce- 
ly to be wondered at that thousands of 
investigators are eagerly studying the 
processes of their own and others’ 
minds, and that works on the subject 
continue to pour from the press. Four 
of these are the subject of the present 
notice. 

Mr. Marshall's “ Consctousness” ts 
undoubtedly the most important of 
them in bulk, in originality of treat- 
ment and in suggestiveness.* Mr. Mar- 
shall is an architect by profession and 
approached the science of mind by a 
somewhat unusual] avenue. From mak- 
ing beautiful houses he was led to in- 
vestigate the general problem of beau- 
ty. This carried him on further to the 
study of pleasure and pain in general, 
and thus to an investigation of the nat- 
ure of mind. The present volume is the 
final outcome of this line of thought, 
and is a general treatise on the nature 
of the mental processes, so far as men 
are conscious of them. It is highly 
abstract in character and very difficult 
reading in consequence. Mr. Marshall 
rarely condescends to give concrete 
examples of hia views, which are vir- 
tually an attempt to form a schema- 
tism of the mental phenomena based on 
certain a priori assumptions of the av- 
thor. 

Chief among these is the parallelism 
of mental and bodily phenomena, famil- 
iar to the student of philosophy from 
the system of Spinoza. This, Mr. Mar- 
ehall terms neururgic and noetic cor- 
respondence. ‘Fo each excitation of 
any part of the nervous system, he as- 
sumes, corresponds a change of em- 
phasis in the psychic system, Yet the 
“noetic pattern,” as he somewhat pe- 
dantically calls the field of consctious- 
ness, is a unity of a complex, and is 
only changed by the psychical disposi- 
tion of the moment. In other words, we 
notice, as a rule, only what ig in agree-

After defined the nature of 
mind in general, Mr. Marshall discusses 
the possible nature of consciousnesses 
less and more complex than our own, 
and in connection with the latter has 
Some very sensible remarks on psychic- 
al research, about the scientific value 
of which he has serious doubts. He 
then proceeds to the main object of his 
work—the analysis of the difference 
between various forms of conscious- 
ness according to their variatfon in in- 
tensity, complexity, realness, pleasure- 
pain and time. He then discusses va- 
rious combinations and permutations of 
these, and finally treats of the diffi- 
cult question of the relations of the 
empirical ego of the present moment 
with a more or less prominent self, 
which he appears to regard as the re- 
mainder of the noetic pattern, which, 
for the moment, is not emphasized. His 
termfmology it so novel and his mode 
of treatment so unfamiliar, that it is 
difficult at first reading to see that, for 
the most part, he is merely rearrang- 
ing the classification already arrived 
at by other psychologists. But the 
new arrangement often enables him to 
throw light upon obscure and funda- 
mental problems of the mind, and in 
this consists the value of the book. 

As examples of this may be men- 
tioned his ingenious diagrams ilus- 
trating the relation of the self to the 
ego, his quasi-algebraic formulae show- 
ing the relation of presentations and 
memory images, and his general treat- 
ment of the perplexing problem of mul- 
tiple personality—as, for instance, In 
the mysterious “Sally Beauchamp” 
studied by Dr. Morton Prince. It is 
impossible, in this place, to discuss the 
bearing of Mr. Marshall’s novelties on 
the general] science of psychology, but 
notwithstanding the unnecessarily ab- 
stract manner of presentation, his book 
will have to be reckoned with by all 
serious workers in this fascinating 
science, and one can only regret that 
he has chosen to put the results of such 
hard thinking in sach a hard way. The 
contrast with Prof. James’s lucidity 
and sprightliness cannot fail to strike 
any one acquainted with the masterly 
“principles of Psychology” of that 
writer, 

Dr. Corlat’s sketch of pathological 
psychology® is a pleasant contrast in 
point of readableness to Mr. Marshall's 
abstract treatment of his theme. He 
is obvioushy a skilled expositor, pro- 
ceeding from the simpler to the more 
complex phenomena. Beginning with 
a discussion of the nature of the sub- 
conscious, he gives examples in the 
case of automatic writing, and then 
proceeds to the modern methods of 
testing and analyzing emotions famil- 
iar to those who have read Prof. Miin- 
sterberg’s popular accounts of criminal 
psychology. He then proceeds to de- 
scribe the psychological nature of sleep, 
dreams and hypnosis, as variations 
of the sub-conscious. Having thus 
sketched the normal action of the sub- 
conscious, Dr. Coriat deals, in his sec-

Prof. Dewe's interesting but sketchy 
account .of the psychology of politics 
and history* is chiefly of interest as 
showing the attempt to apply the no- 
tion of an animating spirit or soul to a 
nation or people from the more famillar 
concept as applied to an individual. 
This has led, in Germany, to the colos- 
sal work of Wundt on national psy- 
chology, and is at the basis of much of 
the work known tn America as sociol- 
egy. It can scarcely be said that this 
treatment of the mind relations of dif- 
ferent societies or different sections of 
society har reached a stage which can 
be called {n any sense scientific. Prof. 
Dewe's pages are full of interesting 
apercus on the general outlines of Eu- 
ropean history, regarded as the strug- 
gie of different national spirits. It isa 
rather striking work coming from an 
adherent of the Roman Catholic 
Church, which has hitherto not encour- 
aged this kind of investigation. Some 
allowance has to be ade for Prof. 
Dewe's standpoint in reading his pages.

As managing editor of The Cornell 
Era, I was commissioned by my board 
to call on Prof. Smith and request him 
to contribute weekly to our periodical.

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THE BOOK TRADE 


A Talk with a Publisher About Prices, 
Poetry, Etc. 


GOOD deal of Interest has been ex- 
pressed lately in the movement in 
England looking to a marked re- 
duction in the prices charged for 
fiction. Whether conditions In 
this country are ripe for such a movement 
been varioukly discussed by 
publishers and has given rise 
interesting statements of fact. 
Thus, Mr. Mitchell Kennerley was asked: 
‘Do you believe that new fiction will in 
the near future be published at a lower 
price than the present regulation $1.50— 
at 50 cents, for instance, as In England? 

“Most certainly not in the case of 
bocks published on a royalty basis,’’ he 
replied. “The cost of production, freight, 
and selling, and the general scale of 
fixed charges is much higher here than 
in England, and the certain average sale 
of the novel The tendency 
here Is to increase prices, and a number 
of novels have been published lately at 
$1.75 instead of $1.50, They may have 
been a little longer than the average 
$1.50 novel, but the increase in price has 
becn larger In proportion than the in- 
crease in cost of production. On the 
other hand, I have in preparation a 
series of novels by English authors to be 
published at a low price, probably 17% 
cents, which, while new and original 
works, have not been copyrighted in this 
country, and are therefore not subject 
to royalty. I shall pay each author a 
lump sum for the courtesy rights to his 
work, which would otherwise remain un- 
published in this country.”’ 

Mr. Kennerley was asked if he thought 
it likely that the censorship of fiction now 
In force in England would ever become a 
law here. 

“The censorship in England is purely 
a commercial one,’’ he answered, “and a 
similar one has long existed in America: 
only in England it has recently taken on 
the shape of organized action by the 
large circulating libraries. The circulating 
libraries here are not as numerous or as 
well established as in England, and I be- 
lieve they will supply any books that 
their subscribers ask for; but for many 
years there have been booksellers in 
America who have refused to place on 
sale books which they considered im- 
moral. Of course the sale of a book 
which obviously was intended by author 
and publisher to be immoral could easily 
be stopped by the police, but the attitude 
of the public in America to-day toward 
life is so broad and honest that the writer 
need not be afraid to deal frankly with 
any subject under the sun, provided he— 
or even she!—does so with authentic in- 
spiration and purpose,” 

Mr. Kennerley publishes a comparative- 
ly large number of volumes of poetry, 
and in view of some of the statements re- 
cently made by other publishers to the ef- 
fect that “poetry does not pay," it was 
interesting to learn from him that his 
own experience has led him to quite an 
opposite conclusion. 

“TI find that poetry pays me,” he de- 
clared. “If not in the quantity of sales, 
at least—or I think I should say at best— 
in the quality of them. Last year, for in- 
stance, I published Theodosia Garrison's 
book of poems *The Joy o’ Life,’ and 
the agvance orders from the trade were 
just thirteen copies; but since publication 
I have sold over eighteen hundred copies, 
Mr, Charles Hanson's Towne'’s ‘ Manhat- 
tan,’ recently published, has sold several 
hundred copies, and has given the author 
a national reputation, The authar of an- 
other volume that I am bringing out 
shortly is quite young—nineteen, 1 believe 
—and her work has the big touch of 
genius—genius that will live. She has 
written drarnaas of striking poetic value, 
and a mass of lyric verse. I have made a 
selection from the latter, including a re- 
markable sonnet sequence; and I am curl. 
ous to see whether the critics will agree 
with me that they have a chance which 
comes rarely In a generation of welcoming 
one of the world's immortals.”

Mr. Roosevelt’s African Advent- 
ures—Mr. Stedman's Life 
and Letters—Mr. Wells's 
Bath Chair-Man. 


Mr. Roosevelt’s African Book 


EADING of his long journeys on 
the Continent of Europe and his 
speeches, sightseeing and recep- 
tions there and in England, one 

has been amazed that Mr. Roosevelt 
found time to eat and sleep between his 
landing in Italy and his sailing for New 
York. Yet he not only managed to do these 
things, but to keep up with his volumin- 
ous correspondence; and now Messrs. 
Scribner inform the public that he con- 
trived also to read and revise the proofs 
of his forthcoming book on his African 
adventures—a matter of about 140,000 
words! Much more will appear in the 
book than has appeared in Scribner's 
Magazine; and five appendices will con- 
tain papers on “The Pigskin Library,” 
“The Habits of Small Mammals,’ “ Pro- 
tective Coloration in Animals,”’ etc. The 
volume will be issued in August; and the 
author emphatically repudiates any con- 
nection with or responsibility for any 
other work purporting to give an account 
of his hunting trip. 


Among their importations thie month 
the Scribners have “A New Shakespear- 
jan Dictionary,’ by Richard John Cun- 
liffe. This book is said to embody the re- 
sults of a fresh and systematic examina- 
tion of the material under consideration. 
Another of their June importations is 
“The Self-Revelation of Our Lord,” by 
J. Cc. V. Durell, B.D., in which it is main- 
tained that “the data on which the first 
teachers of the Gospel worked lead neces- 
sarily to the Catholic interpretation of the 
nature and person of Christ.’’ There are 
also revised editions of two standard 
travel handbooks. Baedeker’s ‘* Southern 
Germany,’ including Wlrtemberg and 
Bavaria, with 36 maps and 4 plans (the 
eleventh English edition corresponding to 
the thirtieth German one), and Murray’s 
‘* Handbook of Travel Talk: A Collection 
of Questions, Phrases, and Vocabularies 
in English, French, German and Italian,” 
with a new section on pronunciation.
